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Mora trial stirs drama

F orgetting entirely the events that tran¬ 
spired in March of last year, the San 
Francisco Superior Court trial of 
Edgard Mora focused last week on the 
absurd and irrelevant, with the prosecution 
trying to restore the credibility of its main 
witness, and the defense hammering home 
the image of a drunken, pathetic Mora who 
wouldn’t consciously hurt a fly. 

Mora, 26, is charged with murder and a 
hate crime enhancement for allegedly 
punching-Brian Wilmes, 45, in front of the 
Loading Dock bar on March 12, 1998. 
Wilmes lost his balance from the force of the 
punch, hit his head, and died two days later. 
The prosecution’s main witness Timothy 
Carroll has testified that Mora said “faggot” 
several times during and after the assault. 

The trial started September 7 before 
Judge Raymond Williamson. 

Defense attorney Robert Dunlap called to 
the stand an attorney who said Carroll, when 
arrested for using counterfeit money in 1995, 
gave conflicting accounts of where he re¬ 
ceived the phony $20 bill. The attorney, 
Linda Black, also stated that Carroll did not 


show up for his court appearance, and sug¬ 
gested that his ensuing bench warrant was 
suspiciously dismissed years later so that he 
could testify in the Mora trial. Black came 
complete with her newborn baby that occa¬ 
sionally cooed into the microphone, much 
to the delight of the smiling jurors. Dunlap 
rounded out the happy display with an 
abundance of overt same-sex affection, con¬ 
tinuously patting the backs and rubbing the 
shoulders of his fellow male attorneys and 
witnesses. 

Dunlap then called to the stand Esther 
Mora, Edgard’s mother, who gave a teary- 
e.yed rendition of what happened after her 
son allegedly assaulted Wilmes and came 
home. 

Edgard, she said, arrived home crying. 
He took a framed photograph of his chil¬ 
dren off the wall and embraced it. He then 
accidentally dropped it, stepped on it, and 
broke it, which frustrated him enough to 
bang his head against the wall. When h*e did 
so, more framed photographs fell, and an 
angry Edgard tried to exit his mother’s bed¬ 
room through the closet. When the closet 
proved an unlikely exit, he punched the 
door. His mother quickly threw lime juice in

Bradley, Gore come 
out against Knight

D emocratic presidential candidate Bill 
Bradley came out last Thursday Sep¬ 
tember 16 against the Knight initia¬ 
tive, a statewide proposition on the 
March 2000 presidential primary ballot 
which would in effect ban future recogni¬ 
tion of gay marriage in California. Within 
hours, Al Gore’s campaign indicated - 
through a spokesperson - that the vice pres¬ 
ident is also opposed to the measure. 

Both candidates also restated their oppo¬ 
sition to gay marriage. 

On a campaign swing through California 
with Governor Gray Davis, Gore appeared 
last Friday, September 17, at an invitation- 
only City Hall event, hosted by Mayor Willie 
Brown, to announce the October 20 
groundbreaking of the Lesbian, Gay, Bisex¬ 
ual, Transgender (LGBT) Community Cen¬ 
ter to be built at 1800 Market Street. Gore 
presented Pat Martel, president of the cen¬ 
ter’s board of directors, with a certificate 
designating the Fallon Building site as an of¬ 
ficial project of the National Trust for His¬ 
toric Preservation’s “Save America’s Trea¬ 
sures” program. Gore said the center will be 
“a place where pride is given a home on a 
daily basis.” Martel told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the designation is the first step in 
making the center eligible for funding from 
the federal program, a “pet project” of 
Hillary Clinton’s. 

Tom Ammiano, president of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors, who did not 
attend the event, had praise for the endorse¬ 
ments, but was bothered by the opposition 
to gay marriage itself. “I think this is really 
progress. I didn’t think many of us would 
live to see this kind of thing,” Ammiano told 
the B.A.R. “Still, there are double messages 
being put out here. It’s bittersweet to know 
that we have to be in second place.” 

Questions from the press were not per¬ 
mitted at the City Hall event, clearly staged 
for the television cameras and the national 
press corps traveling on Air Force Two. Nei¬ 
ther Gore nor Davis specifically mentioned 
the Knight initiative in their comments to 
the largely gay invitees. 

Davis spokesman Michael Bustamante 


later said that “he’s not going to take a posi¬ 
tion on every initiative, though it’s very like¬ 
ly that he will on this one.” San Francisco 
Supervisor Mark Leno, who helped put the 
event together, said the governor told him 
that he would be taking no positions on any 
initiatives until January. Several observers 
noted that the governor failed to use the 
word “gay” at the event, except when refer¬ 
ring to the center itself. “Everyone needs a 
place to be,” Davis said of the new center. 

Meanwhile, as the B.A.R. goes to press, 
Gore has not issued a statement or person¬ 
ally made a public comment on the anti¬ 
marriage measure. “We haven’t seen any ev¬ 
idence that Gore himself has spoken up and 
issued any quotes on this,” said David Elliot, 
communications director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF) in 
Washington, D.C. NGLTF’s Policy Institute 
recently published “Courting the Vote,” a re¬ 
port on all the presidential candidates’ 
known positions on LGBT issues. The re¬ 
port notes that all candidates of both parties 
oppose gay marriage, with the possible ex¬ 
ception of Republican Elizabeth Dole, 
whose position is not known.

opening fire towards the group. At 
least six shots were fired. No one 
in the group was hurt but a 50- 
year-old man who appeared to 
have just exited the club was 
struck in the crossfire. 

“He was firing right as he 
drove by us,” said Garner, who 
was standing outside with others 
from the club who had stepped 
outside to smoke. “At first I 
thought, the SOB has a cap gun 
until I heard the hiss from the ra¬ 
diator of the car he hit.” 

Garner said it was very lucky 
that just one person was shot be¬ 
cause several people were in front 
of the club when the shooting 
happened at about 4:15 a.m. 

Garner said the incident hap¬ 
pened during the Power Ex¬ 
change’s monthly fetish ball. Gar¬ 
ner said the group of young peo¬ 
ple who were involved in the al¬ 
tercation had just left the club. 
Garner said the group was well 
dressed and “definitely not fetish 
people.” Garner believes the 
group just came to gawk. “About 
10 percent of the crowd was 
straight and into SM, another 30 
percent gay males, and about 60 
percent gawkers,” said Garner. T

Power Exchange sex club early 
Sunday morning, September 19, 
wounding a man who had just left 
the club. The 50-year-old victim 
was rushed to San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital where he was treated 
for a gunshot wound to his thigh 
and released later that morning. 

Jeffrey Garner, who witnessed 
the shooting, told the Bay Area 
Reporter the incident began as an 
altercation in front of the club, lo¬ 
cated at 74 Otis Street, involving a 
group of seven young people. 
Garner said a woman in the group 
was yelling at a man for hitting 
her sister the previous day. After 
another man who sided with the 
woman knocked that man to the 
ground and started kicking him, a 
bouncer from the Power Ex¬ 
change intervened and broke up 
the fight. 

The man who had been kicked 
then left the group and got in the 
passenger side of a car across from 
the club and continued to ex¬ 
change words with the group. 
Garner said the man left in the 
car, which was being driven by an¬ 
other person. 

Garner said the car circled the 
block before the man returned,

iy - , espite more problems last 

,? weekend, San Francisco po- 
lice officials say their ongo¬ 
ing undercover narcotics surveil¬ 
lance of the Endup is over. On 
Sunday, September 19, police say 
one person overdosed on the drug 
gamma hydroxy butyrate acid 
(GHB) and another three people 
were arrested for drug dealing 
outside the popular club at Sixth 
and Harrison streets. 

The trouble began at 5:30 a.m., 
when police say one person had to 
be rushed from the Endup to San 
Francisco General Hospital 
(SFGH) after overdosing on GHB. 
The overdose incident was fol¬ 
lowed an hour and a half later by 
the arrests of three men on suspi¬ 
cion of drug dealing. 

San Francisco Police Lieu¬ 
tenant Kitt Crenshaw told the Bay 
Area Reporter that a 21-year-old 
San Francisco man was arrested 
inside the Endup after he alleged¬ 
ly made a deal to sell an under¬ 
cover narcotics officer the drug 
ecstasy. Crenshaw said two other 
men, a 25-year-old Hercules resi¬ 
dent and 22-year-old Daly City 
resident, were arrested outside the 
Endup for possession for sale of 
ecstasy and methamphetamines. 

“We found $14,000 in cash on 
the two suspects outside the 
Endup,” said Crenshaw. “They 
easily had another $2,000 worth 
of drugs on them.” 

Crenshaw said his office was 
checking on whether the men had 
any prior records and added that 
they could face two- to three-year 
prison sentences each if convicted. 

“We are done with the Endup,” 
said Crenshaw, adding that the ar¬ 
rests culminated a months-long 
undercover investigation. Cren¬ 
shaw said the undercover nar¬ 
cotics surveillance operations 
would continue at South of Mar¬ 
ket nightclubs but police don’t 
have any immediate plans to go 
back to the Endup. 

Last week, Crenshaw praised 
the Endup for tightening its secu¬ 
rity to help keep out drugs. The 
Endup’s manager, Markus 
Barsanti, told the B.A.R. that just 
before police made the arrest in¬ 
side his club, his security people 
had already noticed the transac¬ 
tion in progress and were about to 
stop it, unaware that it was part of 
a sting operation. 


Endup’s owner Carl Hanken, 
who has been critical of what he 
says has been police harassment 
of his club, said he was glad to 
hear that the investigation of the 
Endup had ended. “We’re getting 
hammered by the cops like you 
wouldn’t believe,” said Hanken. 
“They singled us out because they 
needed a trophy.” 

Hanken said he wasn’t aware 
of the GHB overdose outside his 
club. Hanken suspects the over¬ 
dose may have happened some 
time before his club opened at 
5:30 a.m. Barsanti added that the 
GHB overdose couldn’t have hap¬ 
pened while his club was in oper¬ 
ation because if it had, he would 
have been made aware of it. 

Barsanti said he also doubted 
police accounts that two men 
were arrested outside his club. He 
said his security personnel are al¬ 
ways very alert to anything going 
on outside the club and would 
have noticed any arrests that had 
been made within view of the 
club. Both Hanken and Barsanti 
say that crime occurring in the 
neighborhood surrounding the 
Endup is often unfairly pinned on 
their club. 


Last weekend’s incidents are 
the latest in a series of troubles for 
the Endup. Police are still looking 
for suspects wanted for the early 
morning shooting on September 
14 that left two people wounded. 
Police say a man opened fire in the 
club while it was hosting its regu¬ 
lar Monday night “Club Dread” 
reggae music venue. Witnesses 
told police the man burst into the 
club after it had already stopped 
admitting new patrons. He fired 
one shot that ripped through a 
man’s abdomen before hitting a 
woman in the arm. Police are also 
looking for two other men who 
accompanied the shooter. 

The female victim was treated 
at SFGH’s emergency room and 
released. The man was admitted 
to the hospital and has since been 
released, according to hospital 
spokeswoman, Gloria Rodriguez. 

Endup’s management perma¬ 
nently shut down “Club Dread” 
after the shooting. “The cops told 
us if you don’t shut it down, we 
will,” said Barsanti who added 
that Club Dread had been meet¬ 
ing at the Endup for five-and-a- 
half-years and its promoters are 
looking for a new space. V

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Harvey Milk Institute 
begins fall classes

. • eptember marks the begin¬ 

ning of a new semester of 
classes offered by the Har¬ 
vey Milk Institute (HMI), the 
world’s largest center for queer 
studies. The fall series, which runs 
through December, features over 
100 courses and workshops ap¬ 
pealing to all facets of the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, and 
queer community. This is HMI’s 
fifth year of operation; since its 
founding in 1994, the institute has 
taught over 9,500 students. 

HMI’s back to school night is 
this Wednesday, September 29. 

According to HMI Executive 
Director and Dean Kevin Schaub, 
the institute’s offerings are in¬ 
tended to “help develop the queer 
individual as a whole person - ar¬ 
tistically, culturally, spiritually, 
historically, and sexually.” 

HMI recently received funding 
from the San Francisco Founda¬ 
tion, which has allowed the insti¬ 
tute to hire a second paid staff 
person, Mark Menke, the new 
program director. Full-time in¬ 
tern Dana Malan will also join 
HMI’s staff this semester. 

Among the many courses of¬ 
fered this fall will be the state of 
queer organizing with Eileen

Hansen; a body image workshop 
for lesbians and bi women; sever¬ 
al financial courses including how 
to purchase your first home; and 
many art workshops including 
writing, improvisation, clothes 
making, performance, and story 
telling. In keeping with the mil¬ 
lennial theme, HMI will offer sev¬ 
eral history workshops, including 
histories of the transgender and 
bisexual communities, an intro¬ 
duction to San Francisco’s queer 
history, the history of gay male 
porn from 1870 to 1970, and a 
three-part series of panel discus¬ 


sions on creating, defending, and 
surviving our history. 

As in past years, HMI will offer 
free classes for youth age 23 and 
under, including Drag 101 with 
Sister Mary Mae Himm of the Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence, 
Out(ted) at School, and a zine 
workshop. A special feature this 
year is a series of “playshops” on 
making picture books for children 
taught by noted picture book cre¬ 
ator Remy Charlip. 

Wednesday’s event takes place 
from 7 to 9:30 p.m. at the Harvey 
Milk Civil Rights Academy, 4235 
19th Street at Collingwood. It will 
feature comedian Karen Ripley 
and the HMI Improv Troupe, 
made up of students from Ripley’s 
spring class. Attendees will have 
the opportunity to meet HMI 
board members, staff, volunteers, 
and instructors. Donations ($10- 
20 suggested) will benefit the in¬ 
stitute’s scholarship fund. T

Laguna Honda bond 
supporters start campaign

% upporters of the proposed 
$299 million bond to re- 
W build San Francisco’s Lagu¬ 
na Honda Hospital kicked off 
their campaign on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 9, with short speeches 
aimed at recruiting volunteers to 
phone potential voters and can¬ 
vass neighborhoods to get the nec¬ 
essary two-thirds vote for Propo¬ 
sition A on the November 2 ballot. 

Supporters of the Committee 
to Save Laguna Honda Hospital 
include city leaders, such as Health 
Director Dr. Mitch Katz and City 
Attorney Louise Renne, as well as 
labor leaders such as Sal Rosselli, 
president of the Service Employ¬ 
ees International Union Local 250. 
Proponents said they know they 
have a huge task ahead of them to 
get the measure approved. 

If approved, Proposition A 
bond money would be combined 
with most of the revenue the city 
is expected to receive from tobac¬ 
co litigation settlements to rebuild 
the aging skilled nursing facility 
that is home to 1,078 people, in¬ 
cluding people living with AIDS. 

General obligation bonds - 
such as Proposition A - are paid 
back through property taxes. Of 
the total debt service, it is estimat¬ 
ed that property taxes would pay 
$314.8 million and tobacco settle¬ 
ment funds would pay for $214.7 
million of the total debt service of 
$529.5 million. The estimated 
total paid in property taxes over 
the 20-year life of the bonds 
would be $1,567 for a home with 
an assessed value of $300,000 if 
tobacco receipts are applied. 
Laguna Honda Hospital re¬ 


ceived a critical federal report last 
year that called for an end to the 
outdated large open wards that 
house the bulk of the patients. The 
proposal calls for replacing the large 
main building with 1,200 skilled 
nursing beds. There would be one-, 
two-, and four-person rooms, in 
compliance with federal law. 

The second phase of the project 
involves building 140 assisted liv¬ 
ing units that would be where the 
existing Clarendon Hall sits; while 
that building was remodeled in the 
1970s, it is seismically unsafe. Res¬ 
idents there would live semi-inde- 
pendently and would have access 
to nursing care and other services. 

The hospital receives millions 
of dollars in federal funds which 
could be in jeopardy if the open 
ward issue is not addressed, pro¬ 
ponents of Proposition A said. 

“It’s a place where people get 
the care they need,” Katz told sup¬ 
porters at the kick-off. “It’s not an 
institution, it’s a community.” He 
added that when the state forced 
the hospital to reduce its census 


last year, acute care hospitals 
around the city experienced an in¬ 
crease in patients and some peo¬ 
ple had to leave San Francisco. 
“Some 800 people volunteer at 
Laguna Honda. We provide won¬ 
derful physician care,” Katz added. 

“Some people think they will 
never get old or be in a car accident,” 
Renne said, referring to the fact that 
many of Laguna Honda’s residents 
are senior citizens and people going 
through rehabilitation. There is also 
a hospice unit and Laguna Honda 
provides outpatient services to other 
city residents. 

Rosselli said passing Proposi¬ 
tion A is the number one priority 
for his union, which has many 
members who work in the health 
care field. Thousands of voters 
need to be called, Rosselli said, and 
precincts need to be walked. ▼

£ , ,f ith the presidential campaign sea¬ 
son starting earlier than ever be- 
' fore, and with California’s all-im¬ 
portant presidential primary election hav¬ 
ing been moved to March, state voters, not 
surprisingly, are seeing more of the candi¬ 
dates more often. Such was the case last Fri¬ 
day, when Vice President A1 Gore breezed 
into town for a quick stop at City Hall for 
what can only be described as a “photo op” 
in front of lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) supporters. When the news 
broke right before Gore’s visit that his only 
announced Democratic opponent, former 
New Jersey Senator Bill Bradley, had come 
out against the Knight initiative in an Ad¬ 
vocate magazine interview, Gore’s campaign 
immediately said that the vice president is 
also against the ballot measure that would 
require California to only recognize mar¬ 
riage between a man and a woman as being 
valid. 

Nothing was mentioned of the fact that 
Gore himself was interviewed by the Advo¬ 
cate and that the vice president failed to use 
that opportunity earlier this month to come 
out against the divisive Knight initiative. 
There’s nothing like a tight campaign race 
to make politicians “suddenly see the light.” 
And while we are glad that Gore and 
Bradley oppose the Knight initiative, para¬ 
doxically, they both also oppose same-sex 
marriage. Go figure. 

Nevertheless, Gore arrived in San Fran¬ 
cisco fresh on the news that he now oppos¬ 
es the Knight initiative; but he couldn’t even 
use the brief appearance before a gay- 
friendly crowd to talk about it - Mayor 
Willie Brown had to do that for him. Gore 
did use the occasion to present the LGBT 
Community Center board with a certificate 
stating the that Fallon Building may be eli¬ 
gible for federal preservation funds; but he 
didn’t bring any money with him, as he has 
done in other parts of the country for other 
causes. For awhile there, it didn’t look like 
Gore would be able to say the words “gay” 
or “lesbian,” but he did manage to do it. 

Which is better than our governor could 
do: Governor Gray Davis, who accompa¬ 
nied Gore on his swing through the state to 
tout his endorsement of the vice president, 
stood silently to the other side of the mayor 
during the City Hall event and when it was 
his turn to speak, Davis seemed to not know 
what to say. He couldn’t even bring himself 


to use the words “gay” or “lesbian” when he 
made brief remarks about the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center, except when he referred to 
the center by name. Davis signed the state 
budget earlier this year that included $1 
million for the community center but 
couldn’t use the word “gay” in front 
of a crowd made up largely of 
LGBT voters. 

Davis can demonstrate his , 
support for the LGBT communi¬ 
ty by signing several important 
bills now on his desk. Those pieces 
of legislation include AB 26, which 
would establish a domestic partner reg¬ 
istry; AB 103, which would 
create a confidential “unique 
identifier” code for reporting 
HIV cases; AB 537, which 
would provide an administrative recourse 
to students who have been victims of anti¬ 
gay discrimination or harassment; AB 136, 
which would allow communities to operate 
needle exchange programs; AB 208, which 
adds “sexual orientation” to the list of hate 
crimes for purposes of sentencing convict¬ 
ed criminals; and AB 1001, which would 
add “sexual orientation” to the list of pro¬ 
tected classes in the Fair Employment and 
Housing Act. 


These bills - in their current forms - 
were the result of compromises to make 
them more appealing to the governor, and 
in some cases, were the subject of vicious 
debate by legislators before they were final¬ 
ly approved. They deserve to be signed to 
improve the lives of LGBT people through¬ 
out the state. 

Unfortunately, the governor’s of¬ 
fice reportedly is being bombarded 
with letters, phone calls, and faxes 
from religious conservatives urging 
him to veto all of the above-men¬ 
tioned bills. Members of the LGBT 
community must contact the gov¬ 
ernor and urge him to sign the 
bills. Davis reacts to numbers, 
and the LGBT community 
cannot sit quietly and allow 
the governor to hear more from homo¬ 
phobes than from the LGBT community. 

Before you spend Sunday having fun at 
the Folsom Street Fair, take a moment to 
contact the governor; he must sign or veto 
all legislation by October 10 and time is 
running out. We said it last week and we’ll 
say it again. His address is Governor Gray 
Davis, First Floor, State Capitol, Sacramen¬ 
to, CA 95814.

Two years of condoms in bars

he 1997 Folsom Street Fair marked 
' the debut of Condoms Now!, a com¬ 
il munity-driven program to insure that 
free condoms were readily available for gay, 
bisexual, and curious guys. Since then, 1.7 
million condoms have been distributed. 

The success of Condoms Now! is the re¬ 
sult of a lot of hard work from a great many 
people in the community who are commit¬ 
ted to HIV prevention. These 1.7 million 
condoms represent the activists who lobbied 
long and hard for a large scale, ongoing con¬ 
dom distribution program in San Francisco. 
They represent close to 100 businesses that 
are willing to be distribution centers - from 
leather bars to plant stores, dance clubs to 
beauty salons, cruise bars to coffee shops, 
and from adult theaters to video arcades - 
local business owners willing to do their part 
to help stop AIDS. (And hundreds of bar¬ 
tenders who are willing to remind their cus¬ 
tomers to stick one in their pocket for later). 

They represent the commitment of the 
San Francisco Board of Supervisors and the 
San Francisco Department of Public Health 
to make certain this program is sufficiently 
funded. And they represent the volunteers 
and staff of the Stop AIDS Project who run 
around town keeping everyone in stock, es¬ 
pecially before peak demand times: Pride 
week and the Folsom and Castro street fairs. 

Most importantly, they represent a lot of 
caring. They represent thousands of HIV¬ 
positive and HIV-negative guys taking care 
of each other. They represent a community 
that cares about itself and its future. 


We produce a lot of workshops on HIV 
prevention and we host a lot of communi¬ 
ty forums. We strive to address any issue 
that might affect our resolve to stay safe. We 
talk about sex and drugs, sex and booze, sex 
and race, sex and leather, sex and money. 
We talk about being horny all the time. We 
talk about not being horny anymore. 

But all that talk, all that resolve, is worth¬ 
less if condoms aren’t available. 

That’s our first priority: getting the 
condoms to you, the user. Along the 
way, another benefit has turned up. 

We realized that every time we 
dropped off condoms, it was an op¬ 
portunity to check in with all the 
different folks who make up our 
community. What’s happening in 
the Polk? What’s bugging 
guys in SOMA? How will 
we outreach Latinos that 
don’t identify as gay or bi? 

In the Polk, there is a lot of concern 
about the hustlers and about the speed use 
among them. Through the condom pro¬ 
gram, our neighborhood organizer got to 
know several business owners who then be¬ 
came involved in sponsoring Working Boys, 
a photography project that not only 
brought young street workers in for con¬ 
doms and lube, but also gave them a hit of 
self-esteem when their photos were dis¬ 
played in an art gallery setting. 

After meeting several members of the 
leather community, our SOMA organizer 
heard about the need for information on 
safe SM. He brought together a group that 
worked on guidelines and worked to raise 
money to print the piece. To date, 7,000 


copies of S/M SEX ... Safely have been dis¬ 
tributed, and many more will go out this 
Sunday at the Folsom Street Fair. 

Last month, places that distribute con¬ 
doms in the Mission District got involved 
in prevention efforts in another way. They 
helped spread the word through the Fami¬ 
lies Change, Families Grow campaign that 
Latino gay and bi men aren’t alone. The 
counter top displays included contact in¬ 
formation on four agencies where Latinos 
can go to meet and talk with other Latino 
gay and bi men. 

We’re now trying to expand 
the program, to bring in more 
businesses that have called 
wanting to participate. We also 
want to provide condoms to 
several of the residential 
hotels that cater to gay 
and bi men who are near¬ 
ly homeless. (Feel free to 
call or write your favorite supervisors to en¬ 
courage their support!) 

Condom distribution is about returning 
HIV prevention to the community, which, 
after all, created HIV prevention in the first 
place. So, the next time you’re out and about 
and you see a Condoms Now! container, pick 
up a handful and thank the business for help¬ 
ing stop this epidemic. Then, do your part. T

I will tell you that it is truthfully 
painful as my family and I have always embraced our 
community in the best of times and at a time of cri¬ 
sis. During these past 20 years we have attempted to 
provide our neighborhood with friendly service and, 
in addition, have shared the joys of the births of our 
children and grandchildren with our faithful cus¬ 
tomers, many of whom have become close friends. 
We in turn have also listened and been witness to the 
many changes in our customers’ lives. 

Although I am extremely hesitant in publicly an¬ 
nouncing this, our Valley Pride family has never de¬ 
nied our loyal customers food or basic ne¬ 
cessities in their times of need.

The Knight initiative

Nothing will change as a result, with the 
possible exception of more hatred being generated 
against those who would seek to control our thinking. 

I contend that the very term “hate crime” is a hall 
of mirrors; a vengeful reflection between the haters 
and the hated, who are interchangeable. Will we be 
isolating a “hate gene” soon, and performing fetal 
surgery to correct it? Will we no longer be permitted 
to acknowledge our feelings? Will we be required to 
prowl the back alleys searching for soulmates? 

A crime is a crime. Prove that the crime was com¬ 
mitted and punish the perpetrator. If you fail to 
prove, then let him go. Stop looking for the motiva¬ 
tion behind the motive. Motivations are not viola¬ 
tions of the law. 

If a white man is killed by a black woman, is it a 
“sex hate crime” because she hates men? Or is it a 
“racial hate crime” because she hates whites? Is it 
both? What if he’s gay? Maybe she hates homosexuals. 
Can’t you see, Mr. Pini et al, how utterly ridiculous 
this becomes? 

Are there no blacks who hate blacks? Are there no 
gays who hate gays? Will they have lesser punishments 
for their crimes against their own simply because we 
misguidedly believe that we are so tightly and uni¬ 
formly categorized? 

I’ve asked a lot of questions, and I’d really like 
some answers.

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Gore, Bradley shun 
Knight initiative

%% emocratic presidential hope¬ 
fuls Bill Bradley and Vice 
President Al Gore both an¬ 
nounced last week that they will op¬ 
pose an anti-gay marriage initiative 
that will be on California’s March 7, 
2000 ballot. The measure, spon¬ 
sored by state Senator Pete 
Knight, an anti-gay Republican 
from Palmdale, stated that only 
marriage between a man and a 
woman will be recognized in this 
state. Though a top Bradley staffer 
told reporters that his candidate 
personally does not favor same-sex 
marriages, (as a U.S. senator, 
Bradley once voted in 
favor of a measure to pre¬ 
vent states from enacting 
legislation to allow same- 
sex marriage), the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force last week 
released a letter from 
Bradley in 
which he wrote 
that ifhewerea 
California voter 
he would vote against the Knight 
initiative because “I believe it is di¬ 
visive and has potential for con¬ 
tributing to an atmosphere of hate.” 
Bradley s position was also stated in 
a yet-to-be published interview 
with the Advocate magazine. 

Gore, who visited San Francis¬ 
co last Friday, September 17, dur¬ 
ing a two-day tour of the state, is¬ 
sued a statement saying that he, 
too, “will not support the Knight 
initiative.” A spokesperson for the 
Gore campaign said that “the vice 
president believes that we should 
not be introducing legislation 
that’s solely designed to divide 
us,” but added that Gore’s opposi¬ 
tion to the Knight initiative does 
not mean that the vice president 
actually supports same-sex mar¬ 
riage. “He [Gore] believes tradi¬ 
tional marriage should remain in¬ 
tact,” the spokesperson said. 

Despite both Gore and 
Bradley’s continued personal dis¬ 
approval of same-sex marriage, 
California opponents of the 
Knight initiative applauded the 
candidates’ willingness to oppose 
a measure that is leading in recent 
polls. A spokesperson for the Cal¬ 
ifornians for Fairness (No on 
Knight) campaign said the posi¬ 
tions of the two Democratic pres¬ 
idential candidates are not incon¬ 
gruous. “It’s clear the Knight ini¬ 
tiative is unfair, divisive, and de¬ 
structive,” the spokesperson said. 

While opponents of the Knight 
initiative were openly challenging 
gay and lesbian Republican sup¬ 
porters of Texas Governor George 
W. Bush, the leading GOP presi¬ 
dential candidate, to get his views 
on the Knight initiative, Gore, 
speaking to a group of gay and les¬ 
bian activists in San Francisco last 
week, made an obvious reference 
to the GOP front-runner’s refusal 
earlier this year to support a mea¬ 
sure in Texas that would have 
toughened hate crime statutes to 
include crimes against gays. “We 
need to fight hate in our schools, 
on our streets, and in our hearts,” 
Gore said. “In light of what has 
happened during recent rampages 
[as occurred in a Texas church last 
week], I do not understand how 
some can still argue that hate 
crimes are no different than other 
crimes.” 

Meanwhile, Bush, in answer¬ 
ing questions put to him recently 


by an anti-gay rights newsletter 
called Straight from the Heart, that 
is published by anti-gay rights ac¬ 
tivist Bill Horn, says that he is 
adamantly opposed to gay mar¬ 
riages, and declared that a recent 
court decision that struck down a 
ban on gays in the Boy Scouts had 
“erred.” In answering questions 
from the anti-gay newsletter, the 
Bush headquarters issued a state¬ 
ment last week that said, “Gover¬ 
nor Bush believes marriage is be¬ 
tween a man and a woman and 
therefore does not believe in gay 
marriages.” Bush also said he op¬ 
posed adoption by gay couples 
because “he believes children 
ought to be adopted only 
in families with a man 
and a woman who are 
married.” 

Clearly, the an¬ 
nouncement by 
Bradley and Gore in 
California last week 
that they will oppose 
the controver¬ 
sial Knight ini¬ 
tiative will 
mean that op¬ 
ponents of the initiative will pres¬ 
sure Bush for his stand on the 
GOP-supported plan when he 
starts earnestly campaigning in 
the state, though some Republi¬ 
can gays were privately saying that 
their leading candidate “would 
not be pressured into the debate.” 

While Gore and Bradley, as 
well as other Republican nomina¬ 
tion rivals, claim that the Texas 
governor is constantly vague on 
many of the issues - particularly 
those like gay issues - Bush’s peo¬ 
ple in California say that he will 
provide detailed agendas “on 
many issues” as the California 
2000 primary campaign unfolds 
but will do so at his own pace. 

Politics and people 

In a move that could provide 
Gore with an important boost in 
an all-important state, Governor 
Gray Davis officially endorsed 
the Gore presidential campaign, 
as did the state’s two U.S. senators, 
Dianne Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer; Gore also has the solid 
backing of other powerful De¬ 
mocrats such as San Francisco 
Mayor Willie Brown, Assembly 
Speaker Antonio Villaraigosa, 
and Lieutenant Governor Cruz 
Bustamante. However, one pow¬ 
erful Democratic maverick, state 
Senate leader John Burton, said 
he was “toying with the idea of 
supporting actor Warren Beatty 
if he runs.” Burton, who suffered a 
mild heart attack last week, was 
hospitalized for a few days but is 
now recovering at his San Fran¬ 
cisco home. 

In what was once considered a 
national political sideshow, the 
battle for the nomination of the 
relatively new Reform Party could 
turn out to be very interesting. 
Conservative Patrick Buchanan, 
probably the best known of the 
right wingers among the Republi- I 
cans, is set to bolt the GOP and 
fight it out with Minnesota Gov¬ 
ernor Jesse Ventura for control 
of the Reform Party and the ulti¬ 
mate presidential nomination of 
that party next year. Ventura, who 
supports more liberal issues like 
abortion and gay rights, is not 
happy with Buchanan’s far right, 
homophobic, pro-life positions 
and is said to be looking for a can¬ 
didate to fight it out with 
Buchanan to prevent the former 


talk show host from getting the 
nomination. Ventura is looking at 
New York millionaire developer 
Donald Trump or former Con¬ 
necticut Senator Lowell Weick- 
er, but Buchanan reportedly has 
the support of Reform Party 
founder Ross Perot sewn up and 
appears ready to bolt the Republi¬ 
cans (to the delight, of course, of 
national Democratic leaders) and 
probably will end up as the nom¬ 
inee of the Reform Party next July. 
Any way one slices this, Buchanan 
running a strong third party cam¬ 
paign for the White House next 
year spells big problems for Bush 
or whoever ends up as the Repub¬ 
lican nominee and good news for 
the Democratic nominee. 

Incidentally, Washington in¬ 
siders are privately saying that 
Elizabeth Dole’s campaign is in 
big trouble and unless she pulls 
off an upset in the New Hamp¬ 
shire primary - which is unlikely 
- she will probably be forced to 
drop out. An indication of how 
bad things are for the Dole effort: 
Bob Dole, husband of the candi¬ 
date, wrote a whining letter to the 
Washington Post last week that 
criticized “stingy” and “nit-pick¬ 
ing” coverage of his wife’s cam¬ 
paign, suggesting that “the main¬ 
stream media cannot abide the 
fact that she is a qualified Repub¬ 
lican woman running for presi¬ 
dent.” In a follow-up interview 
with the Rochester N.Y. Democrat 
and Chronicle, Mr. Dole admitted 
that Mrs. Dole is finding it hard to 
raise money (“you can’t run your 
car if you don’t have gasoline”) 
and said he’s not sure how long 
her campaign would continue. 

Supervisor Mark Leno,oneof 
those in the forefront in the fight 
against the Knight initiative, has 
challenged state Senator Knight to 
a debate on the issue, but Leno 
shouldn’t hold his breath until 
Knight accepts that challenge. 

Longtime San Jose gay activist 
Ken Yeager kicks off his cam¬ 
paign for a city council seat there 
this Sunday, September 26 at his 
San Jose home, and Yeager can ex¬ 
pect a lot of support from friends 
in San Francisco. The election of 
Yeager would make him that city’s 
first openly gay councilmember, 
but he needs help with campaign 
donations. Yeager, who has al¬ 
ready been endorsed by San Jose 
Mayor Ron Gonzales, can be 
reached at (408) 297-1024 or 
KYeager@aol.com. 

And in San Francisco, 
Lawrence Wong, president of 
the community college board, will 
be a candidate for supervisor next 
year in District 3, while other like¬ 
ly gay and lesbian candidates who 
should win are incumbents Leslie 
Katz in District 6, Leno in Dis¬ 
trict 8, and Tom Ammiano in 
District 9. Board of Education 
President Juanita Owens is also 
a likely candidate in District 5.

Harper’s: Matthew 
Shepard & compulsory 
heterosexuality

If n its September 1999 issue, 

{ Harper’s magazine re-exam¬ 
ines the Matthew Shepard 
murder from a provocative new 
angle: rather than focusing on the 
sexual orientation of the victim, 
frequent Harper’s contributor 
JoAnn Wypijewski looks closely at 
the sexual orientations of the 
killers and the environment 
which may have helped shape 
them. Wypijewski’s excellent in- 
depth look at the culture of 
“compulsory heterosexuality” 
defies easy categorization - it 
neither demonizes Shep¬ 
ard’s killers nor vener¬ 
ates their victim, 
choosing instead to 
look at the history, 
character, and culture 
of Wyoming and the 
social forces that si¬ 
multaneously buckle 
under the weight of 
and reinforce institutionalized 
homophobia. 

In language showing some dis¬ 
dain for the tepid concept of “tol¬ 
erance,” Wypijewski examines the 
pressure to conform to masculine 
heterosexual norms - a pressure 
she believes not only causes ho¬ 
mophobia, but also damages het¬ 
erosexual men. “Among the toler¬ 
ance peddlers, it’s always the 
‘lifestyle’ of the gay guy,” she 
writes, “never the ‘lifestyle’ of the 
straight guy or the culture of 
compulsory heterosexuality.” She 
proceeds to quote a University of 
Wyoming student in a discussion 
with a woman opposed to vio¬ 
lence, but who was convinced that 
homosexuality is immoral. 

“The issue isn’t tolerance,” he 
said. “We don’t need to learn toler¬ 
ance; we need to learn love.” For 
Wypijewski, love is not just an ab¬ 
stract concept - it is “life’s defining 
line,” one held firm by “all the little 
things of a culture, mosdy unno¬ 
ticed and unremarked, like the way 
in which the simplest show of af¬ 
fection is a decision about safety, 
like the way in which a man en¬ 
twined with a woman is the stuff 
of everyday commerce, but a man 
expressing vulnerability is equiva¬ 
lent to a quaint notion of virginity 
- you save it for marriage.” Ever 
fearful of the stigma of homosexu¬ 
ality, the article suggests that het¬ 
erosexual men escalate their isolat¬ 
ing culture of masculinity until 
homophobia consumes them.

20/20 gives a voice to 
homeless gay youth 

ABC News’ 20/20 opened its 
1999-2000 season with an exten¬ 
sive segment called “Throwaway 
Teens,” which examined the 
plights of three homeless lesbian 
and gay youths who have been 
thrown out of their homes on ac¬ 
count of their sexual orientations. 
The segment opens with a young 
man walking: “He spends his days 
going nowhere,” explains 20/20’s 
Connie Chung. “Barely visible to 


the people he passes, he matters to 
no one. [H]e is homeless, fending 
for himself, far from anything he 
ever knew.” Later, Chung explains 
that the youth, Daniel, “is certain 
that he was thrown out [of his 
family’s house] because he is gay, 
sent on his way without tears, 
without even a goodbye.” Forced 
to find livelihood, Daniel admits 
that he has turned to prostitution 
during rough times. In the end, he 
says, “I miss my home. I’d like to 
tell my mom and my family that I 
love them and that I wish that 
they would accept me for 
who I am and just love me 
again.” 

At times, the seg¬ 
ment seemed needless¬ 
ly sensationalistic - 
with examples includ¬ 
ing gritty and blurred 
street footage and one 
teaser which broke to 
commercial with a de¬ 
scription of these 
youths as “so young 
and struggling to survive - the 
price of being gay.” Furthermore, 
in spite of some passing references 
to the Los Angeles Gay & Lesbian 
Center and a brief camera tour of 
the Hetrick-Martin Institute 
(HMI), the general tone of the 
piece seemed almost hopeless: 
comments selected from inter¬ 
views with HMI Executive Direc¬ 
tor Verna Eggleston were insight¬ 
ful, but focused on the plight and 
not the solution. 

Please thank 20/20 for bring¬ 
ing much-needed attention to an 
underserved segment of our com¬ 
munity and urge them to follow¬ 
up with the story - to show a 
hopeful side that really does exist.

Education Network (GLSEN); 
Children of Lesbians and Gays 
Everywhere (COLAGE); Parents, 
Families and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays (PFLAG); the Family 
Pride Coalition; and the Straight 
Spouse Network. By creating 
awareness of these important or¬ 
ganizations, the Times provides its 
readers with crucial resources for 
dealing with the widespread social 
resistance and discrimination felt 
by the profiled families.

California partners law 
a principled compromise

' alifornia’s Legislature has 
approved a domestic part¬ 
ners policy that partisans on 
at least three sides of the issue will 
regard as an unprincipled com¬ 
promise. Instead, it is one of those 
rare political triumphs: a neces¬ 
sary compromise that actually has 
principle behind it. 

Under the new laws, California 
will create a first-of-its-kind 
statewide domestic partners reg¬ 
istry. The registry itself will grant 
almost no tangible legal benefits 
to couples except a requirement 
that hospitals must allow domes¬ 
tic partners to visit their sick or 
injured loved ones. And state 
workers will be able to enlist reg¬ 
istered partners under their em¬ 
ployee health plans. 

To qualify as domestic part¬ 
ners, a couple must certify that 
they have “chosen to share one 
another’s lives in an intimate and 
committed relationship of mutu¬ 
al caring.” Further, they must live 
together, be at least 18 years old, 
share living expenses, and not be 
related by blood. 

One more little thing: the do¬ 
mestic partners must be of the 
same sex. 

Advocates had originally want¬ 
ed to include opposite-sex part¬ 
ners in the bill as well. But Cali¬ 
fornia Governor Gray Davis, a

moderate Democrat, insisted that 
only same-sex couples should be 
covered. (The law does allow op¬ 
posite-sex partners age 62 or older 
to register, a testament to the po¬ 
litical power of the senior citizens’ 
lobby.) Across the country, do¬ 
mestic partnership policies have 
been proliferating. According to a 
recent report by the Human 
Rights Campaign, some 2,855 em¬ 
ployers now extend health and 
other benefits to the domestic 
partners of their employees. 

That’s up from only a few 
dozen at the beginning 
of the decade. Numer¬ 
ous cities and counties also 
,offer the benefits. 

Most of these 
policies have covered 
opposite-sex as well 
as same-sex couples. 

This has usually been done in 
knee-jerk fashion, with no con¬ 
sideration of why the domestic 
partners concept arose in the first 
instance - to help gay couples 
who aren’t allowed to wed. Cali¬ 
fornia is bucking the trend, and 
the state is likely to feel the heat 
from every direction. 

On the anti-gay side, religious 
conservatives object that govern¬ 
ment recognition of same-sex do¬ 
mestic partnerships legitimizes 
gay relationships. They warn that 
domestic partnerships are the first 
step toward same-sex marriage. 
That is a horror they hope to fore¬ 
stall, in part, by way of a Califor¬ 
nia referendum in March 2000 
that would bar recognition of 
same-sex marriages performed in 
other states. 

Among advocates of gay civil 
rights, many on the left and a few 
on the right will cry foul for dif¬ 
ferent reasons. 

Much of the left, especially the 
feminist left, has long criticized 
marriage as an oppressive, patri¬ 
archal institution. Paula Ettelbrick 
forcefully articulated that myopic 




perspective in a famous essay 
written 10 years ago. Ettelbrick 
praised the domestic partners 
movement as “an important part 
of this progress [away from mar¬ 
riage] insofar as it validates non- 
marital relationships.” However, 
she cautioned against “framing 
the push for legal recognition of 
domestic partners as ... a step¬ 
ping stone to marriage.” She 
urged gays instead to focus on 
the goal of “radically re¬ 
ordering society’s view of 
family.” 

Interestingly, Ettel- 
brick’s left and the reli- 
right have the same vi- 
of the cultural function 
of gays: to somehow 
revolutionize society. 
And they share the 
same fear: that 
recognition of same-sex domestic 
partnerships will lead to gay mar¬ 
riage. 

Ettelbrick will not like what is 
happening in California. The 
state’s law withholds legal recog¬ 
nition of opposite-sex domestic 
partners precisely in order to pre¬ 
serve the incentive for such cou¬ 
ples to marry. It offers recognition 
to same-sex couples only as a sur¬ 
rogate for the real thing. When 
gay marriage is finally allowed, 
this rationale will evaporate - and 
so can domestic partnerships. 
California’s law reinforces the 
privileged position marriage 
holds. 

The conservative principle be¬ 
hind same-sex--only domestic 
partnership policies is that they 
give as much legal recognition to 
gay relationships as the culture 
will presently allow without tram¬ 
pling on the primacy of marriage. 

Nevertheless, on the gay right, 
a few will protest that domestic 
partnerships are a poor substitute 
for marriage. Registering a do¬ 
mestic partner entails nowhere 
near the same legal and social 
commitment of marrying her, 
and confers nowhere near the 
same legal and social benefits. 
That much is true. But until an 
actual, legally sanctioned gay 
marriage is performed in this 
country, gay couples must live in 
the real world where loved ones 
need health insurance, bereave¬ 
ment leave, and all the other prac¬ 
tical supports domestic partner¬ 
ship policies can provide. 

Some gay conservatives also 
fear that the recognition of do¬ 
mestic partnerships will drain our 
enthusiasm from the ultimate goal 
of full-fledged marriage by sating 
our appetites with prosaic things 
like prescription drug benefits. 

The opposite seems more like¬ 
ly, in the long run at least. And 
here’s where the anti-marriage left 
and the anti-gay. right prove 
shrewder observers of the culture. 
They understand that change 
comes when expectations rise, not 
when they are low. Gay couples, 
having tasted the second-class le¬ 
gitimacy of domestic partner¬ 
ships, will soon demand a first- 
class treatment they would not 
have dared to dream possible a 
few years before. 

And the rest of the country, 
which sensibly distrusts convul¬ 
sive social change in any direc¬ 
tion, having seen that the sky did¬ 
n’t fall, will take the next incre¬ 
mental step. Gay marriage won’t 
seem so revolutionary then, and 
the supposed revolutionaries will 
seem downright conservative. ▼

Manslaughter charge upped in Martin case

H ' evising an earlier plan to 
' charge the driver of a vehi- 
s* * 1, cle that ran over arid killed 
gay biker Franco Martin with ve¬ 
hicular manslaughter, the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice plans to charge Jibao Wash¬ 
ington, 22, with second degree 
murder, according to investigator 
Ron Huberman. 

Washington was arrested and 
charged with nine counts, includ¬ 
ing driving a stolen vehicle, evad¬ 
ing police, and causing serious in¬ 


jury, after a police chase on July 12 
along Bayshore Boulevard. Dur¬ 
ing the chase, Washington’s car al¬ 
legedly hit Martin’s motorcycle, 
which witnesses said flew up and 
hit the top of the underpass. 
Washington then allegedly ran 
over Martin a second time in an 
attempt to flee police. Martin, 44, 
lived for 51 days, but died on Au¬ 
gust 29 from internal injuries 
caused by the second impact. 

After hearing of the vehicular 
manslaughter charges, Martin’s 
surviving lover Dick Manning 
and friend Harlow Griffith began 
a letter-writing and e-mail cam¬ 


paign to the district attorney’s of¬ 
fice and state and city officials to 
push for murder charges. 

“Washington made a conscious 
decision to run over Francoa sec¬ 
ond time,” Manning told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “And it was that de¬ 
cision that caused Franco’s death.” 

Huberman told the B.A.R. that 
more serious charges were decided 
when A1 Giannini, the new assistant 
district attorney assigned to the 
case, determined that there was 
enough evidence to prove second 
degree murder. The new charges are 
expected to be filed on October 8 in 
San Francisco Superior Court. ▼

his eyes, because she had read 
somewhere that it calms drunk 
people. She then noticed his hand 
was bleeding. Dunlap used this 
theatrical scenario to emphasize 
that Mora’s hand injuries came 
not from assaulting Wilmes, but 
from punching the wall in his 


home. Again he stressed that 
Mora’s anger that evening came 
from losing his children, not hat¬ 
ing gay people. 

What was missing from the 
prosecution’s questions was the 
emphasis on the word “faggot,” 
and whether Mora had ever casu¬ 
ally used the word, whether in jest 
or anger. Following a week where 
Mora’s alleged utterance of “fag¬ 
got” was hotly contested, perhaps 


prosecutor Murlene Randle de¬ 
cided to redirect her approach. 
Unfortunately, asking witnesses 
whether Mora has a problem with 
gays does not recognize the fact 
that many people who truly be¬ 
lieve they are not homophobic 
frequently use the word “faggot” 
as a derogatory statement. 

The trial, as usual, played to a 
courtroom packed with Mora’s 
family and friends. T

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Castro tenants protest 
eviction, picket store

% everal longtime tenants of a 
three-unit wooden apart- 
n- ment building on Douglass 
Street in the Castro filed suit 
against their landlord in San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court on Septem¬ 
ber 9, claiming wrongful eviction. 

Attempting to galvanize public 
pressure on their landlord, 
William Tull, the tenants and their 
attorney, Philip S. Horne, also 
began staging demonstrations on 
Friday, September 10, at one of 
Tull’s businesses, In-jean-ious, a 
small clothing store on Castro 
Street. They also called for a boy¬ 
cott of the store. 

Under the Ellis Act, California 
landlords are permitted to evict 
their tenants from their rental 
property, provided they plan to 
sell the building or use it for their 
own purposes. Whether sold or 
not, the owner of the Douglass 
Street building would not be per¬ 
mitted to rent out the units for a 
period of 10 years. 

Tull gave his tenants 60-day 
notices on July 16. They are not 
required to pay rent during that 
period. Moreover, while the law¬ 
suit is pending, which could drag 
on for months, they are refusing 
to vacate, and the landlord will 
not be able to collect rent, as he 
has technically taken the units off 
the rental market. 

In their suit, the six tenants - 
Gerard Donelan, Christopher 
McKenna, Thomas Hinton, 
Stephen Nelson, Joe Miller, and 
Joseph Galaz - are alleging that 
Tull is evicting them in simple re¬ 
taliation for a series of complaints 
going back several years about a

leaky roof, a crumbling exterior 
staircase, and other problems. 
After the city Building Inspector’s 
office ordered repairs to the roof 
in 1996, according to the suit, the 
landlord “initiated a campaign of 
verbal harassment and retaliation 
in the form of refusing to make 
other necessary repairs and refus¬ 
ing to maintain the building.” The 
repairs, however, were eventually 
made. If the plaintiffs’ attorneys 
can prove the evictions are retal¬ 
iatory or discriminatory, they may 
be able to permanently stop the 
evictions in court. 

The tenants’ suit also claims 
that Tull “does not really intend to 
get out of the lucrative San Fran¬ 


cisco rental market,” and plans to 
merely rent the units out at high¬ 
er rates, a plan that would not be 
permitted under the Ellis Act. 

Tommi Avicolli Mecca, orga¬ 
nizer for the newly formed Castro 
Tenants Union (CTU), participat¬ 
ed in the September 10 demon¬ 
stration outside In-jean-ious and 
told the Bay Area Reporter that his 
group will discuss the evictions 
with the tenants at a meeting this 
Monday, September 27. 

“My concern is we have ten¬ 
ants being replaced by much 
higher income tenants,” Avicolli 
Mecca said. “And this contributes 
to the yuppification and gentrifi-

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The Los Angeles County Coro¬ 
ner’s office asked the Marin 
County Coroner’s office to place 
the seal on Wills’s door as a matter 
of routine on July 2. The seal had 
to be sandwiched between re¬ 
porters’ notes. Marin County As¬ 
sistant Coroner, Gary Tindel, told 
the B.A.R. that his office was 
never told by the Los Angeles 
County Coroner’s office that it 
was having difficulty notifying 
Wills’s next of kin. Tindel added 
that the Los Angeles coroner’s of¬ 
fice never asked his agency to con¬ 
tact Wills’s neighbors in an at¬ 
tempt to locate relatives nor was it 
asked to be alert for any obvious 
clues that could lead them to rel¬ 
atives, e.g., notes from reporters. 

Wills’s friends and neighbors 
have been very critical over the 
Los Angeles coroner’s handling of 
the case. “It was unconscionable,” 
said neighbor Pat Ross. “They just 
slapped the seal on the door and 
didn’t try to make any connec¬ 
tion.” Ross added that Wills’s 
neighbors had already been ques¬ 
tioned by Orinda investigators 
when the seal was put on the 
door. 

From the start of their investi¬ 
gation, Orinda police had 
searched for Wills for questioning 
in connection with his mother’s 
murder. Ross said any of the 
neighbors could have easily alert¬ 
ed investigators immediately if 
they had simply been contacted 
when the seal was put on the 
door. 

How much longer Wills’s body 
would have been kept in storage 
in Los Angeles before authorities 
there would have made a more 
aggressive effort to locate relatives 
is a question that may remain 
shrouded in bureaucratic mystery 
long after the Bodfish murder case 
is solved. ▼

of his son’s death until a week 
after the suicide and a day after 
Wills’s suicide had already been 
reported in the Bay Area media. 

Orinda police first learned of 
Wills’s death from this reporter 
on July 6, five days after Wills’s 
body was discovered. The B.A.R. 
confirmed the suicide late on July 
5 after observing a coroner’s seal 
on Wills’s Marin City townhouse. 


The LA coroner's office asked 
Marin County authorities to place 
this coroner's seal on the door of 
Max Wills's townhouse.

unusual murder case he has ever 
investigated. 

“The investigation continues 
to progress but is moving slowly,” 
said Wenzel. “There is some evi¬ 
dence that we’re waiting to get 
confirmation on.” 

Police say they still don’t con¬ 
sider Bodfish’s son, Max Wills, a 
suspect in his mother’s bludgeon¬ 
ing death nor can they rule him 
out because investigators can’t ac¬ 
count for all of his time while he 
was vacationing in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia. Wills, 33, killed himself in 
a Santa Monica hotel room just 
hours after his grandmother told 
him his mother was dead. 

The B. A. R. has obtained a copy 
of Wills’s coroner’s report that 
lists Dr. Richard Levine as Wills’s 
psychiatrist. Levine didn’t know 
Wills was dead until he was told 
by the B.A.R. 

Levine said he had heard 
vaguely about the Bodfish case in 
the media but didn’t know there 
was any connection to Wills. 

Levine said he had last coun¬ 
seled Wills about a year ago. 
Levine said that it is “inconceiv¬ 
able” to him that Wills could have 
killed his mother. Levine added 
that he met Wills’s mother “once 
or twice” and Bodfish presented 
himself to Levine as a woman. 

The coroner’s report lists three 
vials of prescription drugs that 
had been found near Wills’s body 
that had been prescribed by 
Levine. Two were sleeping pills 
and the third was the antidepres¬ 
sant drug Alprazolam which is 
often prescribed when depression 
is accompanied by anxiety. A 
fourth drug vial containing the 
painkiller Nupercainal, was also 
found near Wills’s body but the 
report listed no prescribing doc¬ 
tor for that medication. 

The report includes results of 
the toxicology tests that show that 
no alcohol or narcotics were pre¬ 
sent in Wills’s body at the time of 
his death. Unlike Bodfish’s coro¬ 
ner’s report, Wills’s report lists no 
analyses of his stomach’s contents 
so it’s impossible to estimate how 
soon he took the prescription 
drugs before cutting himself, or 
whether he took the drugs at all. 
Wills’s cause of death is listed as 
“exsanguination,” the forensic 
term used to describe a death 
caused by being drained of blood. 

The report diagrams the self- 
inflicted cuts to Wills’s throat and 
arms. His body, the report says, 
was found nude and in the fetal 
position. 

“The decedent is observed 
lying on his left side in the bath¬ 
tub submerged in water,” the re¬ 
port details. “Blood and vomitus 
are observed in the water. Blood 
splatters cover the bathroom floor 
and sink, and a single edge razor 
is noted in the blood stained sink. 
Several empty prescribed medica¬ 
tion bottles are observed in the 
wastebasket. A four-page suicide 
note is left by the decedent.” 

Previously, authorities had 
said Wills left a three-page suicide 
note. Police still aren’t revealing 
the note’s contents but investiga¬ 
tors had told the B.A.R. that Wills 
mentioned his mother in the 
note. 

The coroner’s report, which 
was prepared by the Los Angeles 
County Coroner’s office, pre¬ 
dictably makes no mention of the 
controversy over that agency’s 
handling of the case. The report 
says that Wills’s father, Burl

|| n my 14 years in law enforce¬ 
ment, this is the most unique 
murder case I’ve ever seen,” 
said Orinda police Sergeant Chris 
Wenzel, more than two and a half 
months after the murder of 56- 
year-old transgendered Orinda 
resident Emmon Bodfish contin¬ 
ues to baffle police.

Hale agrees with Wen¬ 
zel’s assessment of the case, telling

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load”). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you’ve taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 

' These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else.

Please read this information before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. A 
II men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied 
for an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year. Hair counts 
in men who did not take PROPECIA continued to decrease.

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in thin or balding areas of the scalp. 

Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally 
you will not be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost. There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works 
in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve 
months, further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have 
gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do not take an extra tablet Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


Who should JNQI take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women 
or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

If a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA, either by swallowing 
or through the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby's sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into 
contact with the active ingredient in PROPECIA. a doctor should be consulted. PROPECIA tablets are coated and will 
prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, itching, hives and swelling 
of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. 

If you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided 
that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. 

Keep PROPECIA and all medications out of the reach of children.

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CAPE hires first 
executive director 

Kay Ostberg likes to get things done

1 ' he California Alliance for 
Pride and Equality (CAPE), 
the state’s new lobbying 
group for the lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender (LGBT) com¬ 
munity, has hired its first execu¬ 
tive director. Openly lesbian Kay 
Ostberg took the challenge and 
since she started last week, has al¬ 
ready gotten an idea of the work 
that needs to be done to strength¬ 
en the grassroots organization 
that formed last year after the 
demise of the Lobby for Individ¬ 
ual Freedom and Equality (LIFE). 

CAPE’s board of directors met 
with Ostberg last Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 18, in Berkeley, where a 
number of issues were discussed, 
including supporting the No on 
Knight campaign to defeat the 
Knight initiative, which will be on 
the March 7, 2000 California bal¬ 
lot. The measure, authored by ho¬ 
mophobic state Senator Pete 
Knight (R-Palmdale), states that 
only marriage between a man and 
a woman will be recognized in 
California. 

Ostberg, who lives in Los An¬ 
geles with her partner and 9-year- 
old son, has been active in the 
LGBT and women’s communities 
for years. Currently, she’s finishing 
up some consulting projects, and 
will ease into her CAPE responsi¬ 
bilities. 

Of her immediate tasks, Ost¬ 
berg told the Bay Area Reporter 
that CAPE needs to raise money 
and increase its membership. 
While the board has been search¬ 
ing for an executive director for 
several months, Ostberg, who’s 
currently a management consul¬ 
tant, said she’s not surprised it 
took a while to hire an executive 
director and she doesn’t think it 
was too long. CAPE has always 
had the goal of attracting more 
grassroots members and has 
lower membership fees than the 
LIFE Lobby had; the group is also 
focusing exclusively on LGBT 
human rights issues, as opposed 
to the LIFE Lobby that also dealt 
with HIV/AIDS measures. 

“I’m very impressed with the 
board dynamics,” Ostberg said 
after attending Saturday’s daylong 
meeting. “For a grassroots board, 
they were very calm. It’s going to 
be a great organization.” 

Ostberg will be traveling to the 
Bay Area and Sacramento regu¬ 
larly; she’s already planning to at¬ 
tend the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force’s (NGLTF) 12th 
annual Creating Change Confer¬ 
ence that takes place in Oakland 
in November.

Progressive roots 

She plans to draw on her expe¬ 
rience as an executive director and 
deputy executive director, as well 
as other posts she’s held over the 
years. Most recently, Ostberg 
served as executive director for 
the Ocean Park Community Cen¬ 
ter in Santa Monica. The $3.8 mil¬ 
lion community-based organiza¬ 
tion operates six programs pro¬ 
viding emergency and transition¬ 
al living shelters and supportive 
services for women and children 
fleeing domestic violence, as well 
as programs for homeless men, 
women, and children. 

Before that, Ostberg served 
from 1993-1997 as deputy execu¬ 
tive director for the L.A. Gay and 
Lesbian Center, a job she found 
rewarding and which she will 
draw on in working to make 
CAPE a larger organization. 

One of her accomplishments 
at the L.A. Gay and Lesbian Cen¬ 
ter was the opening of a 2,000 
square foot off-site drop-in center 
for high risk youth. Other projects 
completed during her tenure in¬ 
cluded opening the Audre Lorde 
Lesbian Health Clinic, a satellite 
HIV clinic, a youth HIV clinic, 
and acquisition and initial reno¬ 
vation of a 33,000 square foot 
building to house expanded com¬ 
munity outreach and education 
programming. 

“It was both wonderful and 
wearing,” Ostberg said of her time 
at the center, which had an annu¬ 
al budget of $26 million and a 
staff of 240 when she was there. 
“You care and you want the envi¬ 
ronment to be inclusive and fair. 
We had diversity statements that 
were beautiful and we did have a 
diverse population.” 

Ostberg was also the national 


co-chair for the 1987 March on 
Washington (MOW) for Lesbian 
and Gay Rights. “At the march, I 
was introduced to incredible peo¬ 
ple from across the country,” Ost¬ 
berg told the B.A.R. in an inter¬ 
view last Sunday, September 19. 

Attendance at that march was 
estimated by Ostberg at 700,000. 
She pointed out that the 1987 
MOW ended up with a budget 
surplus of around $70,000, which 
was distributed as seed money to 
about 40 organizations across the 
country. “What got me into the 
gay and lesbian movement was the 
March on Washington in 1987.1 
was elected national co-chair, 
handed a key, and told our bank 
account had $300,” Ostberg said. 
Almost immediately, Ostberg got 
a pledge of financial help from 
NGLTF. Black and White Men To¬ 
gether was another early support¬ 
er, along with the National Orga¬ 
nization for Women. “It taught me 
how important diversity of the 
community is,” Ostberg said. 

Ostberg has a law degree from 
George Washington University 
and did course work for a Ph.D. in 
philosophy. “It was too intangible 
for me,” she said of her philoso¬ 
phy work. “I was very impacted by 
the civil rights and feminist move¬ 
ments of the 1960s and 1970s. I 
was raised in a very progressive 
household and I wanted, in some 
way, to see what I could do with 
that.” 

For her work with CAPE, Ost- 
berg’s salary will be $50,000 annu¬ 
ally, but she plans on raising a sub¬ 
stantial amount of money to hire 
other staff members and so that 
CAPE will become a force in 
Sacramento. CAPE has survived 
on $62,000 in its first year, Ostberg 
said, adding that all LGBT people 
should sign up to become mem¬ 
bers. “There is nobody’s life who’s 
not impacted. Skip a movie and 
send in $10. Take some of your 
stock earnings and contribute to 
the organization,” she said. “The 
strength is in our numbers. 

“I love the idea of being back 
in there with people who are to¬ 
tally committed to changing civil 
rights for our community,” Ost¬ 
berg said. “I want it to not be okay 
to treat people in a discriminato¬ 
ry fashion because they are les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, or transgen¬ 
der.” T

Friday, September 24, an event 
that will address social and polit¬ 
ical injustices across the board, in¬ 
cluding the rise in racist and ho¬ 
mophobic attacks around the 
country. The rally takes place at 
the Mission Cultural Center in 
San Francisco and will focus on 
how Abu-Jamal, an African Amer¬ 
ican journalist on death row, sym¬ 
bolizes all struggles for equality, 
according to Feinberg. 

Abu-Jamal was sentenced to 
death in 1982 for the alleged mur¬ 
der of a Philadelphia police offi¬ 
cer. Authorities have continuous¬ 
ly refused to hear new evidence 
that suggests his innocence, and 
within the last couple of years, 
Abu-Jamal’s case has sparked ral¬ 
lies and demonstrations nation¬ 
wide. Like many of his supporters, 
Feinberg believes that institution¬ 
alized racism played a major role 
in Abu-Jamal’s sentencing and 
treatment, and said one key point 
she will make at Friday’s rally is 
that “Mumia is all of us.” 

“It’s not that we all face the 
same degrees of oppression or 
discrimination,” Feinberg told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “But we are up 
against the same forces - those 
who block our paths and devalue 
our lives.” 

Abu-Jamal himself wrote and re¬ 
leased a statement from prison this 
month denouncing anti-gay vio¬ 
lence, calling anti-gay attacks “a re¬ 
flection of the sickness that simmers 
at the core of the American soul.” 

“This violence, which seems 
psychosexual in nature, is an at¬ 
tack on the self, that seeks to de¬ 
stroy a part of the self that threat¬ 
ens the self,” the statement said. 
“From Matthew Shepard, to Al-

abama, to Richmond, violence 
spawned by the dark pit of hatred 
and fear is unleashed by men who 
claim a false and twisted ‘purity.’” 

Feinberg, who called Abu- 
Jamal’s statement, “moving,” is a 
longtime political prisoner advo¬ 
cate and has spoken and written 
about Abu-Jamal’s case for years. 
In 1995, when a death warrant was 
issued for Abu-Jamal, Feinberg 
helped to organize a 10,000-person 
march in Philadelphia that effec¬ 
tively stayed the hand of the state. 
_ “Many people who took part 
in that historic march were im¬ 
pressed with what a strong, 
proud, visible presence the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and trans com¬ 
munities had as a contingent,” 
said Feinberg. 

From that strong presence came 
“Rainbow Flags for Mumia,” a 


grassroots LGBT activists’ network 
that Feinberg helped to establish 
last year. The group unites cam¬ 
puses and communities in support 
of Abu-Jamal, and is co-sponsor, 
along with the National People’s 
Campaign, of Friday’s rally. 

In addition to Feinberg, the 
rally will feature Gloria La Riva of 
the National People’s Campaign, 
prisoners’ rights activist Dorsey 
Nunn, spoken word artist Jimmy 
Salcedo, and musicians Ba- 
batunde Lea and Friends. 

Feinberg will make an addition¬ 
al appearance this Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 25, from 2-5 p.m. at Uncle 
Bert’s bar, 4086 18th Street, near 
Castro Street. Guests can meet the 
author, buy books and have them 
autographed, and hear Feinberg 
speak about her work in move¬ 
ments for social justice and equality. 

Feinberg said that the Mumia 
movement in particular has given 
her hope for a unified coalition 
against brutality and injustice 
everywhere. 

“When I look around at who is 
doing the grassroots organizing 
for Mumia and who is coming to 
the demonstrations, I catch a 
glimpse of the kind of movement 
we are building,” Feinberg told the 
B.A.R. “And it has the potential to 
be able to bring about genuinely 
revolutionary change.” T

Today is ‘Celebrate 
Bisexuality Day’

H advocacy group BiNet USA 
has declared September 23 
(today) “Celebrate Bisexuality 
Day” (CBD), and hopes that the 
celebration will become an annu¬ 
al event. According to CBD orga¬ 
nizers, the goal of the day is to en¬ 
courage “bisexuals, their families, 
friends, and allies to recognize 
and celebrate bisexuality, bisexual 
history, culture, and community, 
and the bisexual people in their 
lives.” 

CBD organizers want to chal¬ 
lenge the idea that people can be 
easily defined based on the gender 
of their current partner. “Like 
most people,” says CBD co¬ 
founder Gigi Raven Wilbur, “I too 
have been conditioned by society 
to automatically label a couple 
walking hand in hand as either 
straight or gay, depending upon 
the perceived gender of each per¬ 
son.” Wilbur continued, “Ever 
since the Stonewall rebellion, the 
gay and lesbian community has 
grown in strength and visibility. 
The bisexual community also has 
grown in strength, but in many 
ways we are still invisible.” 

Much of the initial planning 
for CBD has taken place over the 


Internet, which has been a site of 
active bisexual organizing for a 
decade. CBD events are being 
planned for many cities and 
towns in the U.S., including 
Boston, New Orleans, Albu¬ 
querque, Washington, D.C., and 
Montpelier, Vermont, and in sev¬ 
eral countries including Australia, 
Canada, Japan, and Sweden. 
Events range from discussion 
groups to bookstore displays to 
dance parties to informal social 
gatherings. 

CBD organizers encourage bi¬ 
sexual people and their allies in 
the queer and heterosexual com¬ 
munities to wear bisexual visibili¬ 
ty apparel, write about bisexual 
people and events in their 
newsletters, issue press releases 
highlighting how their organiza¬ 
tion supports bisexual people, and 
talk about bisexuality with their 
friends. Wilbur said September 23 
does not have any special bisexu¬ 
al significance, but that the au¬ 
tumnal equinox is a pagan day of 
calling, and it seemed an appro¬ 
priate day to call on bisexuals and 
their allies to celebrate. 

Just in time for Celebrate Bi¬ 
sexuality Day, a new bisexual flag 
featuring pink, purple, and blue 
stripes has been unveiled, and 
joins the double-triangle “bian¬ 
gles” as a symbol of bi pride and 
community. Designers of the new 


flag say that - just as the gays and 
lesbians use both the pink trian¬ 
gle and the rainbow flag - the bi 
community can use the new ban¬ 
ner for a variety of purposes. CBD 
organizers report that the new flag 
will be flown at the site of the In¬ 
ternational Gay and Lesbian Asso¬ 
ciation (IGLA) World Conference 
taking place this week in Johan¬ 
nesburg, South Africa. 

In related news, September 1 
marked the widespread launch of 
a new national bisexual organiza¬ 
tion, the second after BiNet USA. 
Dubbed Bi Without Borders, the 
new group is a “trans-positive, 
multiracial, progressive nation¬ 
al/international group committed 
to serving bisexuals, bisensual 
people, two-spirited people, and 
their friends and families from all 
walks of life. The group currently 
has members from around the 
U.S., Australia (which has a large 
and active bi community), and 
other countries. Projects of Bi 
Without Borders include a travel 
network; an action alert network 
called Transpeople, Others, and 
Omnipresent Bisexuals Allied 
Against Defamation (TOO BAD) 
devoted to countering prejudice 
against bisexuals in legislation, 
media, and religious settings; a “bi 
starter pack” with a selection of 
materials for newly self-identified

DC voters support 
medical marijuana

11 his just in, 69 percent of vot¬ 
ers in the District of Co¬ 
ll lumbia supported a medical 
marijuana initiative on the ballot 
in the general election last No¬ 
vember. No, the 10-month delay 
in counting the votes was not due 
to ineptness, but rather the med¬ 
dling of Congress. It was undone 
only when a federal judge ordered 
that democracy prevail. 

ACT UP/D.C. members Wayne 
Turner and the late Steve Michael 
organized what became Initiative 
59 to decriminalize and regulate 
medical use of marijuana in the 
"District of Columbia. 

Last October, with less than 
two weeks before the election, 
Congressman Bob Barr (R-Geor- 
gia) proposed an amendment to 
an appropriations bill, which 
passed Congress without debate 
and on a voice vote. It prevented 
the local board of elections from 
spending money on the initiative. 
The ballot was already printed, so 
the practical effect of the amend¬ 
ment was to prevent counting the 
citizens’ votes on the issue. 


Initiative supporters, led by 
Turner and the local chapter of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU), sued in U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court. At the December 18 
hearing, the Clinton administra¬ 
tion, in the form of Justice De¬ 
partment attorney David Ander¬ 
son, defended the Barr amend¬ 
ment. Congress “is the supreme 
political authority in the District 
of Columbia,” he said. It simply 
“asserted its superior legislative 
power.” 

Most observers expected a de¬ 
cision in a matter of weeks. But 
Judge Richard Roberts’s ruling 
only came last Friday, September 
17, when he wrote: “Keeping a veil 
over the results of a properly con¬ 
ducted referendum would cut 
short public expression about the 
topic of drug legalization - either 
pro, con, or neutral.” 

“I’ve never won a court case 
before,” said Turner with glee. 
Mayor Anthony Williams hailed 
the decision as “a clear and deci¬ 
sive win for self-government in 
the District of Columbia.” 

On Monday morning, Sep¬ 
tember 20, the D.C. Board of Elec¬ 
tions flipped a switch and election 


results on the referendum came 
tumbling out. It was as exit 
polling had predicted, 69 percent 
of the city’s voters supported 
compassionate use of the medici¬ 
nal herb. 

The mayor and control board 
are expected to sign the measure. 
It then faces a 30-day review peri¬ 
od during which Congress can 
veto the referendum results. 

That seems likely to be the 
case, the will of the people will 
never be implemented. On the 
day prior to the release of 
Roberts’s opinion, the Senate ap¬ 
proved a D.C. budget bill that pre¬ 
cluded certain local activity. It 
banned public funding of needle 
exchange programs to stem the 
spread of HIV and the use of mar¬ 
ijuana for medical purposes. 
Some are urging President Clin¬ 
ton to veto the bill because of 
these amendments. 

“These results may be thwart¬ 
ed by Congress, but at least the 
will of the people is known - and 
it is an overwhelming mandate 
for compassion and protection of 
the doctor-patient relationship,” 
said Rick Rosendall with the Gay 
and Lesbian Activists Alliance. ▼ 


Thieves grab legal pot in Guerneville

H t looted like just another har¬ 
vest season pot bust when po¬ 
ll lice swooped down on a small 
garden off Highway 116 in 
Guerneville last Saturday morn¬ 
ing, but the officers were on a very 
different kind of mission. 

On September 18, at about 
6:30 am, Sonoma County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department deputies re¬ 
sponded to a report of armed rob¬ 
bery of pot plants at the home of 
two legally approved medical 
marijuana growers. 

It was exactly a year and a day 
after the couple, Laurie Converse 
and William McConnell, had 
been arrested by the same sheriff’s 
department for growing marijua¬ 
na. But that was before the coun¬ 


ty had an official registry for ap¬ 
proved users in place. 

They grow the pot for their 
own use and for two other ap-, 
proved patients. 

Converse, a mother of two, 
suffers from degenerative disc dis¬ 
ease and McConnell has digestive 
system problems. Once they were 
able to receive official approval 
through the Sonoma County 
Medical Association, their cases 
were dropped. 

Now on this chilly Saturday 
morning, one year later, two men 
had slipped into the little garden 
bordered by blackberries and wire 
fencing, and chopped down sev¬ 
eral plants. The only thing that 
stopped them from making a 
clear getaway was the couple’s 
goose, who spotted the thieves 
and squealed an alarm. 
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Located in the heart of the Castro 


According to McConnell, who 
had been sleeping in the garden to 
protect the plants, he banged a 
home-made gongc to alert the 
neighbors, and jumped one of the 
men as he attempted to flee with 
the plants. When Converse came 
running from the house with her 
kids and rottweilers, the other 
man pulled a knife on her and 
tossed a smoke grenade. 

The couple let the robbers go, 
but not before their rottweiler, 
Rocky, bit a few chunks out of one 
of them, Converse said. One of 
the children apparently got a good 
look at the man who held the 
knife. 

The suspects ran into the hills, 
dropping all but three or four of 
the plants along the way. They 
also left behind clippers and hats, 
according to police. 

Referring to the theft, Doc 
Knapp, a member of the Sonoma 
Alliance for Medical Marijuana 
from Sebastopol, said, “This illus¬ 
trates the need for a more secure 
way to grow.” 

Knapp, along with other med¬ 
ical marijuana advocates, has been 
participating in ongoing discus¬ 
sions with Sonoma County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Mike Mullins. One 
thing they are promoting is a cen¬ 
tral garden site where marijuana 
could be grown for everybody 
who has county approval. The 
idea is based on a similar cooper¬ 
ative garden in Santa Cruz Coun¬ 
ty, which is located at a secure site 
known only to the handful of 
medical marijuana users who 
maintain it. 

“There’s got to be a couple 
hundred patients [who use med¬ 
ical marijuana with approval] in 
the county and more all the time,” 
Knapp said. 

In a telephone interview, 
Mullins agreed that he is open to 
the idea of a coop garden. “I’m 
waiting for a concrete plan,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, police are looking 
for the suspects, who face a vari¬

Weekend of festivities marks SM group's anniversary

quarter of a century ago, a 
woman by the name of 
: Cynthia Slater decided 
that the San Francisco leather 
scene was missing two things: 
women, for one, as well as a sup¬ 
port network for all people who 
wanted to learn and practice safe 
SM. 

The second part was easy. 
Slater formed the Society of 
Janus, which began holding 
meetings and play parties with a 
mostly gay male membership 
(and Slater). The organization 
was named for the Roman god 
Janus, who, according to Slater, 
was symbolic in many ways to 
the group. Janus, said Slater, had 
two faces, which represents the 
duality of SM, the dominant and 
submissive personalities within 
each of us. Janus was also the 
god of beginnings and endings, 
which Slater interpreted to 
mean the beginning of ones ac¬ 
ceptance of self, and the end of 
self loathing and fear over one’s 
SM desires. Finally, Janus was 
also the god of war, the war in 
this case being the battle that 
those in the leather scene Fight 
against stereotypes. It was 
Slater’s goal to provide to San 
Francisco with what only one 
other group, The Eulenspiegel 
Society (TES) of New York, had 
accomplished: an open, honest, 
pansexual space to safely explore 
one’s desires. 

“For a long time, wg.were the 
only game in town,” said Todd, 
the Society of Janus historian, 
who only wanted his first name 
used. “Janus really blazed the 
trail for a lot of other groups to 
follow.” 

The pansexual piece of Janus 
grew with time. 

According to Todd, Slater 
further pursued her outreach to 
women in 1977, with a work¬ 
shop and rap group created as a 
women’s stepping stone into 
Janus. In the early 1980s Slater 
put together an ad that said, 
“Fley lady - take a dare,” and 
posted it around the Bay Area. It 
wasn’t until the late 1980s, how¬ 
ever, that women made up a 
large percentage of the Janus 
membership. 

Since then, the Society of 
Janus has set a nationwide ex¬ 
ample for what a pansexual 
leather organization should pro¬ 
vide: twice monthly meetings 
with themes such as SM spiritu¬ 
ality or hands-on technique de¬ 
velopment, play parties four 
times a year, and charity 
fundraisers such as the Top/Bot¬ 
tom/Switch Auction, and the 
Bondage Beauty Pageant. Al¬ 
though Slater unfortunately suc¬ 
cumbed to AIDS in 1989, her 
legacy and message live on. 

This weekend, Janus takes the 
best of its programs and rolls 
them into its 25th anniversary 
celebration to coincide with 
other various leather festivities 
at the Folsom Street Fair. Events 
will include opening cere¬ 
monies, performances, and par¬ 
ties, all to recognize what is the 
second oldest educational SM 
group in the country. 

The weekend begins this Fri¬ 
day, September 24, with opening 
ceremonies featuring the 
“Mayor of Folsom Street” Alan 
Selby, delivering the keynote ad¬ 
dress. The ceremonies will then 
present a foot and fetish fashion 


show. On Saturday, the fun will 
continue, with a full day of pro¬ 
grams. Workshop hosts include 
Fakir and Cleo Dubois, Wolf, 
Mistress Cybelle, NYSMA’s Loli¬ 
ta and Threshold’s Ms. Cynthia, 
all longtime SM community 
members who will teach every¬ 
thing from bondage to scrotal 
and labial inflation. 

The Fetish and Fantasy Ball 
on Saturday night comes com¬ 
plete with announced introduc¬ 
tions as guests enter down the 
grand staircase at the Ramada 
Hotel. Twenty-five percent of 
ticket sales will go to the AIDS 
Emergency Fund. Saturday is 
also host to an elaborate play 
party. 

“If some people cannot get 
into one evening event, they will 
be guaranteed access to the 
other,” promised Maryann 
Brown, co-director of Janus, who 
said she expects package ticket 
sales to soar this week. In honor 
of the celebration, according to 


Brown, member and non-mem¬ 
ber admission fees are the same. 

Janus has 700 members, 500 
of them right here in the Bay 
Area. Janus also has reciprocal 
agreements with other SM 
groups, which means that mem¬ 
bers of Janus, The Exiles, The 15 
Association, Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s Threshold, New York’s TES, 
and Phoenix’s Apex can all get 
into each other’s events at mem¬ 
ber rates. Potential members are 
encouraged to visit the Society 
of Janus website at www.soj.org 
and download an application.

| t the first National HIV Pre¬ 
vention Conference held in 

- ' Atlanta earlier this month, 

the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) unveiled a 
new testing strategy that it hopes 
will give a more complete picture 
of the HIV epidemic and will 
allow for better targeting of pre¬ 
vention initiatives to the popula¬ 
tions most at risk. 

The strategy, dubbed Serologic 
Testing Algorithm for Recent HIV 
Seroconversions, or STAHRS, uses 
a recently developed antibody test 
called the detuned ELISA. The 
modified assay was developed at 
San Francisco’s Blood Centers of 
the Pacific (formerly Irwin 
Memorial Blood Bank) in collab¬ 
oration with the CDC. The stan¬ 
dard ELISA test can typically de¬ 
tect HIV antibodies in the blood 
after three to four weeks. The de¬ 
tuned ELISA, a less sensitive ver¬ 
sion of the test, cannot measure 
low levels of antibodies, and can 
only detect infection after about 
120 days. Thus a person who tests 
HIV-positive using the standard 
ELISA, but HIV-negative using 
the detuned ELISA, was most like¬ 
ly infected within the past four 
months. 

Prior to the development of 
the new test, researchers could 
only determine the total number 
of infections among people who 
were tested, which epidemiolo¬ 
gists refer to as prevalence. The 
detuned ELISA provides informa¬ 
tion about the number of new in¬ 
fections, or incidence. In a mature 
epidemic - especially one with a 
long incubation period between 
infection and eventual illness - 
prevalence data is less useful than 
incidence data in predicting 
where and among whom new in¬ 
fections are occurring. 

At the Atlanta conference, re¬ 
searchers reported the results of a 
study of 96,000 clients of sexually 
transmitted disease (STD) clinics 
in six U.S. cities. The results indi¬ 
cated that 8 percent of gay and bi¬ 


sexual men are infected with HIV 
per year, compared to .48 percent 
of heterosexual clients at the same 
clinics. According to CDC re¬ 
searcher Dr. Robert Janssen, “It’s 
the first time we have had timely 
HIV incidence data on a broad 
scale.... We can now better iden¬ 
tify new epidemics while they are 
still just emerging, and intervene 
before infection spreads more 
broadly.” 

In 1997, the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health (DPH) 
requested that the city’s HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council allocate 
funding for a pilot study that 
would use the detuned ELISA to 
retrospectively test stored blood 
samples that had been collected in 
HIV serosurveys conducted be¬ 
tween 1989 and 1996. At that time, 
the DPH’s Sandy Schwarcz said 
that, “The ability to identify newly 
infected persons now opens the 
door to a wide range of previous¬ 
ly unavailable prevention oppor¬ 
tunities,” and suggested that the 
detuned ELISA could help identi¬ 
fy which populations are most at 
risk and which behaviors con¬ 
tribute most to new infections. . 

In September 1998, the city’s 
HIV test sites began using the de¬ 
tuned ELISA; to date, several 
thousand individuals in the Bay 
Area have received the new test. 
According to Dr. Willi McFarland 
of the DPH, 20 percent of those 
who tested HIV-positive were in 
the first four months of infection. 
The “vast majority” of recently ac¬ 
quired HIV infections were seen 
in white gay or bisexual men in 
their 30s, especially gay and bi 
men who inject drugs. One new 
infection was detected in a het¬ 
erosexual woman; none were seen 
in non-gay injection drug users. 

At the Sixth Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic 
Infections this past February, Dr. 
Michael Busch and colleagues 
from the Blood Centers of the Pa¬ 
cific reported the early results of a 
study that used the detuned ELISA 
to screen 5.2 million blood donors 
(including 1.8 million first-time 
donors) across the U.S. That study 


revealed that the rate of new HIV 
infections was greatest in the 
Southeast U.S. and among the 
poor and ethnic minorities. Ac¬ 
cording to Busch, with the new 
test, “We can now, for the first 
time, measure the incidence of in¬ 
fection in a large population.” Mc¬ 
Farland said that the apparent dis¬ 
crepancy between the national and 
San Francisco results is not sur¬ 
prising, given that “San Francisco 
has a very different epidemic.” 

The detuned ELISA has elicit¬ 
ed some controversy among those 
who fear it may be used to facili¬ 
tate tracking of HIV infections. 
Public health officials hope that 
individuals will be more success¬ 
ful at remembering their sexual 
partners over a short, four-month 
interval. Contact tracing and part¬ 
ner notification are standard 
practice for STDs such as gonor¬ 
rhea and syphilis, but are not used 
for HIV in California due to con¬ 
cerns about privacy and discour¬ 
aging voluntary testing. Currently 
in California, only AIDS cases, not 
HIV infections, must be reported 
by name; the CDC has pressured 
states to begin reporting HIV in¬ 
fections as well, and many-states 
already do so. A bill authored by 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco) and recently 
passed by the California Legisla¬ 
ture would implement a system of 
HIV reporting based on anony¬ 
mous unique identifiers. The bill 
is awaiting approval by Governor 
Gray Davis. 

Some are concerned that the 
availability of the detuned ELISA 
will encourage public health offi¬ 
cials to institute mandatory con¬ 
tact tracing and partner notifica¬ 
tion, especially for the low-in- 
come and disenfranchised popu¬ 
lations that are more likely to use 
public clinics. According to 
Michael Petrelis of the AIDS Ac¬ 
countability Project, “I want hard, 
independently verified figures on 
everything associated with this 
test. Until more honest numbers 
and science are produced, I don’t 
trust those who advocate its de¬ 
velopment.” ▼ 


Speier stonewalls on names reporting vote

D espite repeated calls from 
AIDS activists and the Bay 
Area Reporter over the last 
two weeks, state Senator Jackie 
Speier (D-San Francisco/San 
Mateo), has refused to provide an 
explanation for her September 10 
“no” vote on AB 103, a bill from As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden (D- 
San Francisco) that would create a 
statewide confidential system for 
tracking new HIV cases, if signed 
by the governor. Speier is widely

considered an ally on progressive 
AIDS as well as gay issues, making 
her vote all the more puzzling. 

As reported in last week’s 
B.A.R., the alternative to the so- 
called “unique identifier” system 
created by the bill would be a non- 
confidential names reporting sys¬ 
tem, as is currently being imple¬ 
mented in New York state. The 
federal Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention has mandated 
that states use one of the two sys¬ 
tems for reporting and tracking 
new HIV cases. 

“She always supported this bill, 
and she knew it was going to 
pass,” offered John Schweizer, 
Speier’s chief of staff. “It was a 
parliamentary issue. She has a 
long history of supporting the 
substance of the bill. It’s difficult 
to talk about, [but] her vote was 
not a vote on the substance of the 
bill. Could she write a letter to the 
governor supporting it? It’s not an 
unreasonable question, let me just 
ask her.” Schweizer said that his 
staff has not worked with the gov¬ 
ernor’s office on AB 103, and was 
unsure of whether the governor 
would sign or veto the bill. 

Unconfirmed reports from a 
variety of Statehouse sources point 
to a disagreement between Migden 
and Speier possibly relating to 
Migden’s holding up or delaying

some of Speier’s unrelated bills in 
the Assembly Appropriations 
Committee, which Migden chairs. 

Asked about these reports, 
Schweizer would only venture, 
“To get into all the details would 
not be helpful.” 

Eileen Hansen, co-chair of the 
California Statewide Surveillance 
Coalition, a broad coalition of 
health and AIDS organizations 
lobbying for AB 103, said she has 
also been unable to get an expla¬ 
nation from Speier’s office, and 
called on the senator to telephone 
the governor to show her support 
for the bill, and to provide an ex¬ 
planation for her vote to her con¬ 
stituents. ▼ 
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Bill Thorne recalled as tenacious activist

memorial service was held 
Saturday, September 18, at 
:: Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco for one of 
the city’s most vital AIDS activists, 
William Thorne. Born in Quincy, 
Massachusetts on August 24,1963, 
Thorne led a shortened but ex¬ 
tremely productive life as an AIDS 
and hepatitis activist, before he 
died of liver cancer and chronic 
hepatitis B on August 4. 

At the service, an AIDS Hero 
Award plaque was presented by 
ACT UP/Golden Gate members to 
Armin Lindegger, Thorne’s part¬ 
ner at the time of his death, and to 
Thorne’s sister Alice Bennert. 

Many who knew Thorne and 
his work noticed that he had a 
unique sense of community and 
caring. It was well known among 
his friends that any person, even a 
total stranger, who contacted 
Thorne for help, would receive as¬ 
sistance in abundance. His moth¬ 
er, Evelyn Thorne, said that he was 
always taking care of his friends 
and countless foster brothers and 
sisters as a child. “Sometimes he 
would bring home homeless peo¬ 
ple when he lived here in Quincy,” 
she said. Evelyn Thorne had 22 
foster children over the period of 
time that Bill lived at home. Even 
when she gave birth to Bill, she al¬ 
ready had six foster children liv¬ 
ing with her. So, young Thorne al¬ 
ways lived in an expanded family, 
and according to his mom, he had 
to learn how to get along with 
everyone. “A lot of these foster 


kids had problems. He helped 
work out the some of the kids’ 
problems. Bill grew up with chil¬ 
dren from all races, and consid¬ 
ered outsiders as family,” she said. 

She also remarked that when 
he later lived in San Francisco, he 
saw a woman who was homeless, 
and let her and her family live on 
his boat. “They sort of trashed the 
boat, but he would not have 
turned them away,” she recalled. 

Thorne grew up outside 
Boston, attending Quincy High 
School where he loved to partici¬ 
pate in the school plays. “He was a 
dancer and singer in Joe Business , 


recalled his mother. After high 
school, Thorne attended college at 
the University of Massachusetts at 
Boston. John Birmingham, a 
longtime friend, first met Thorne 
at UMass in 1982. “Bill was an 
early activist on hep B vaccine 
work as far back as February 
1983,” recalled Birmingham. In 
his earliest activism, Thorne con¬ 
vinced the Merck, Sharpe, and 
Dohme drug companies to target 
new hepatitis B vaccines into the 
gay community. 

“At the time, the drug compa¬ 
nies were focusing on dental stu¬ 
dents and prison guards, ignoring 


the gay community,” said Birm¬ 
ingham. In the early 1980s, 
Thorne and Birmingham put to¬ 
gether hep B literature for out¬ 
reach to the gay community. 
Some of the first pamphlets about 
hep B came from the San Francis¬ 
co-based Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights. Thorne and 
Birmingham printed up at least 
12,000 of these pamphlets and 
distributed them at every gay 
venue in Boston. According to 
Birmingham, they had a hard 
time persuading bar owners, and 
their managers, to allow the liter¬ 
ature in the clubs and bars. They 


also published prominent news 
stories about hep B and vaccine 
research in the local gay press. It 
was believed that this early work 
helped to curb the hep B menace. 
Ironically, Thorne,was screened 
for hep B in 1984, and discovered 
that he was infected as well. 

In the early 1980s, Thorne ed¬ 
ucated himself about the newly 
emerging HIV virus. In 1987, he 
participated in his first ACT UP 
“die-in” at Massachusetts General 
Hospital to gain access for PCP 
treatments. “He was a member of 
ACT UP/Boston at the time. Bill 
was a brilliant person, and the best 
person I had ever worked with. Bill 
could always improve on an idea, 
negotiate and had strategies. He 
had a lot of creativity and ambi¬ 
tion. And Bill was not intimidated 
by anyone,” said Birmingham. 
“Back in the early 1980s, students 
at UMass thought AIDS wasn’t 
their problem ... it was a New York 
thing. Bill had a hard time getting 
through to these students at the 
time. Some of the very people who 
told us AIDS wasn’t our problem, 
began dying the next year.” said a 
still amazed Birmingham. 

What made Thorne become 
such a good activist? Birmingham 
pointed out that Thorne had read 
Reveille for Radicals by Saul Alin- 
sky as a young man, and he 
thought that Alinsky taught 
Thorne how to frame issues and 
shake up the establishment. “Bill 
was willing to sit in any office 
until he got what he wanted. Peo¬ 
ple who took Thorne seriously 
went on to become leaders in the

Coalition for Salvage Therapy 


Getting AIDS drugs to patients on edge

ince the first large-scale 
compassionate use pro- 
P grams of 1995 and 1996 for 
protease inhibitors and other new 
AIDS drugs, there has been a dra¬ 
matic decline in the national 
death rate. History records that 
AIDS activists were largely re¬ 
sponsible for changing drug ap¬ 
proval policy in the U.S. - push¬ 
ing new therapies through the 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) quickly. Unfortunately for

some patients, the new drugs 
came too late to help. Many peo¬ 
ple with AIDS were so sick and 
desperate that they could not wait 
to combine three new approved 
drugs (cocktail therapy) at a time. 
Instead patients had to add drugs 
frantically, bit-by-bit, as they be¬ 
came available through compas¬ 
sionate use. When new drugs 
are added as mono thera- ^ 
py, resistance can build 
quickly and the ther- ^ 
apy can fail. In the 
end, some patients do 
not survive. Four such 
patients, who were ACT 
UP/Golden Gate members, 
passed away due to 
these circumstances in 
the last three years. 

Over the last 
decade, several coalitions of ac¬ 
tivists pulled together at various 
times to form working groups to 
address the problems in the drug 
industry. There was a protease 
working group, a 1592 and Am- 
prenavir coalition, and a human 
growth hormone national work¬ 
ing assembly among others. But 
by early 1998, it was clear that 
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there needed to be an ongoing 
coalition of AIDS activists and 
AIDS agency employees function¬ 
ing together on a national level to 
expedite the availability of combi¬ 
nations of compassionate use 
AIDS drugs. There needed to be a 
regular meeting group to address 
constant inadequacies in drug ac¬ 
cess and safety for those at im¬ 
mediate risk of death. 

Linda Grinberg is 
one of the founders 
^ and a leader of the 
most effective AIDS 
treatment access coali¬ 
tion around today. She 
is the Los Angeles-based 
organizer, commu¬ 
nicator, strategist, 
and whip behind 
much of the work 
that comes from some 20 or 30 
national activists. The Coalition 
for Salvage Therapy (CST) is 
unique in that it has no official 
funding or tax exemption. The 
CST exists to find access mecha¬ 
nisms for PWAs who need at least 
two or more new drugs they have 
never used before - two or more 
drugs coming into compassionate 
use programs at the same time. 
The task is nearly impossible. But 
the CST, whose members include 
co-founders Lynda Dee of AIDS 
Action Baltimore; Spenser Cox, of 
New York’s TAG along with Carl¬ 
ton Hogan; AmFAR’s Dave 
Gilden; Martin Delaney and Ben 
Cheng of Project Inform; Jules 
Levin of National AIDS Treat¬ 
ment Advocacy Project; HlVand- 
Hepatitis.Com’s Ron Baker and 
many others who jump in from 
time to time, seem to be finding 
some solutions. “We have also had 
invaluable input from two HIV 
practitioners, who are also mem¬ 
bers of the coalition,” said Grin¬ 
berg. 

How it started 

The CST formalized around a 
consensus statement circulated in 
November 1998 by Cox to address 
problems with Abbott Pharma¬ 
ceuticals’ new protease, ABT-378. 
It was then that Grinberg, Dee, 
and Cox formed the coalition.

we really are all on the same team. 
The more we work together, the 
more trust among is established,” 
she said. 

The main focus of the group is 
to provide compassionate and ex¬ 
panded drug access to late stage 
AIDS patients who have run out 
of options. One of this year’s ac¬ 
complishments was the creation 
of the new Abbott Protease ABT- 
378 Compassionate Access Pro¬ 
gram. It is now currently enrolling 
up to 350 patients. Another recent 
coup was the brokering of an 
agreement with Gilead Science to 
provide 300 patients with PMPA 
(a new nucleotide anti-HIV drug). 
The importance of this victory 
was that it might enable patients 
to get two new agents simultane¬ 
ously. “The numbers of patients 
for the first phases of theses pro¬ 
grams are small, but hopefully, our 
efforts will expedite a larger pro-

“The work of the CST is just now 
the bearing fruit of our labors,” 
said Grinberg. Grinberg men¬ 
tioned that previous working 
groups had to keep reinventing 
themselves from the ground up. 
“We’ve needed an ongoing activist 
coalition, so that there is continu¬ 
um, and our work is not piece¬ 
meal,” she said. Grinberg pointed 
out that the coalition’s politics are 
tough at times. “The CST tries to 
find real consensus in the group - 
to agree on things in a democrat¬ 
ic way. Everyone is welcome in 
our group,” she added. 

Dee has her feelings about 
consensus in the group, “The 
most difficult aspect of instituting 
the Coalition for Salvage Therapy 
has been working with members 
of the community. There has been 
so much water under the bridge 
over the past 10 years, past resent¬ 
ments and hurt feelings. It is often 
hard for us to dismiss the past and 
now trust each other. Fortunately, 


gram next year,” Dee said. 

“I am pleased that we have 
been able to make a small step for 
patients who would not have been 
able to access these drugs until 
mid-2000, but clearly broader ac¬ 
cess is the main goal,” added a 
modest Grinberg. 

POZ was not pos 

Though well received, the CST 
has been the center of some con¬ 
troversy. POZ magazine’s Mike 
Barr wrote a negative column 
about the CST’s work earlier this 
year. Barr admonished the CST as 
something akin to a “drug du jour 
club”. Barr was critical of CST’s 
rush to get ABT-378 into patients’ 
hands. TAG’s Cox responded, 
“The criticism only looked at the 
coalition’s opening salvo, since 
then we have shown that we are 
fighting to fundamentally change 
the way manufacturers test new 
drugs. It’s not about just one drug, 
it’s about finding effective treat¬ 


ments for people whose standard 
therapies have stopped working.” 

A lot of the group’s work fo¬ 
cuses on the development of late 
stage AIDS protocols (salvage 
protocols). “One of the biggest 
obstacles has been the reluctance 
of drug companies to collaborate 
on studies utilizing experimental 
agents still in development,” said 
Grinberg. She mentioned that 
healthier studies (drug studies for 
healthier patients) are usually 
chosen to utilize the very latest 
drugs in early development. Late 
stage patients are often left out. 
“We have been able to facilitate 
collaborations between these 
companies - we are sort of play¬ 
ing matchmaker in a way, pres¬ 
suring these companies to work 
together,” she added. 

Grinberg said the work is hard 
and has become a full-time job. 
While her health has been some¬ 
what stable, she suffers from 
chronic AIDS symptoms and is 
often taxed by travel and meet¬ 
ings. People who work with Grin¬ 
berg and the coalition are amazed 
at how much work gets done and 
how much energy people like Dee 
and Grinberg put in. “We worry 
about Linda’s health a lot,” said a 
close friend. 

Why does she do it? “I don’t 
feel like I have a free will, this is 
my destiny. I could never dream 
of walking away from this. Even if 
we can only prolong the life of 
one person, that to me is mean¬ 
ingful,” Grinberg said. In such 
coalitions, egos and tempers flare. 
“We have managed to work 
through the bumps in the road,” 
she said. It seems that both she 
and Dee have become very good 
at juggling the diverse personali¬ 
ties of the group. 

The coalition has an e-mail ad¬ 
dress and can be contacted at 
CST@critpath.org. The group can 
also use small or large donations 
to help pay for numerous expen¬ 
sive conference calls. Many costs 
have been coming out of coalition 
members’ pockets. People are en¬ 
couraged to join the coalition and 
volunteer time. It seems likely that 
late stage AIDS patients who are 
anxiously awaiting new drugs 
could do a lot to help this group 
and themselves. ▼

“We need to band together and 
fight together whenever people try 
to drive wedges between us and 
try to incite hatred of those who 
have a difference they fear,” Gore 
said rhetorically to warm applause 
at Friday’s ceremonial event. 

Tracey Conaty, spokeswoman 
for the No on Knight campaign, 
said that the Gore campaign’s 
statement of opposition to the 
marriage ban was significant in it¬ 
self, adding, “We expect that in the 
coming months, the vice presi¬ 
dent is going to speak more di¬ 
rectly about his opposition to the 
initiative.” 

According to Evan Wolfson of 
the Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund’s Marriage Pro¬ 
ject, the Supreme Courts of 
Hawaii and Vermont will likely 
rule on the legality of gay mar¬ 
riage “any day,” and certainly prior 
to the March 2000 primary elec¬ 
tion. 

Should one of the courts up¬ 
hold the right of same-sex couples 
to marry under their state’s con¬ 
stitution, California will be forced 
to recognize gay couples married 
in those states, and confer on 
them all the entitlements and re¬ 
sponsibilities now available only 
to heterosexual couples. Thirty 
states - and the federal govern¬ 
ment - have already passed legis¬ 
lation banning gay marriage, 
though none by ballot measure. 

Moreover, if polls continue to 
show that California voters sup¬ 
port the hot-button Knight initia¬ 
tive, officially known as the Defin¬ 
ition of Marriage Initiative, the 
willingness of leading politicians 
and other popular public figures 
to buck the polls and actively 
campaign against the gay mar¬ 
riage ban becomes increasingly 
significant. 

“The only reason it’s on the 
ballot now is because the Legisla¬ 
ture has failed to act three times,” 
said Rob Stutzman, campaign 
manager for the Knight initiative. 
“It was not our choice to time this 
with the presidential primary. It 
was necessitated by the litigation.” 

“We’re surprised at this be¬ 
cause these politicians are talking 
out of both sides of their mouths, 
given their previous support of 
DOMA (the 1996 federal Defense 
of Marriage Act), which did es¬ 
sentially the same thing,” Stutz¬ 
man said, commenting on the re¬ 
cent endorsements. “It’s like say¬ 
ing I’m opposed to slavery, but 
emancipation proclamation 


would lead to racism.” 

However, while Bradley did 
vote for DOMA as a senator from 
New Jersey - as did California 
Senator Dianne Feinstein, who 
announced her opposition to the 
Knight initiative through a 
spokesperson in a call to the 
B.A.R. on Tuesday, September 21 
- Gore’s campaign said that he 
opposed it, though apparently not 
strongly enough to persuade Pres¬ 
ident Bill Clinton not to sign the 
bill, which banned federal recog¬ 
nition of gay marriage. 

Both Stutzman and Mike Mar¬ 
shall, campaign manager for No 
on Knight, downplayed the signif¬ 
icance of individual endorse¬ 
ments in swaying the voters’ sen¬ 
timents. “It doesn’t have much ef¬ 
fect unless it’s collective,” said 
Marshall. 

“The issue is so simple, people 
aren’t going to look at what the 
politicians are saying,” said Stutz¬ 
man. 

Interestingly, both sides of the 
campaign, as well as Gore and 
Bradley, state repeatedly that the 
Knight initiative is “not about gay 
marriage.” 

“This is not anti-gay,” said 
Stutzman. “It’s just as much about 
polygamy as it is anti-gay. Gay is 
an orientation not a relationship.” 
Stutzman’s campaign is expected 
to continue hammering away at 
this theme: “This thing is skin- 
deep. It’s very simple. It’s about 14 
words. This is about traditional 
marriage between a man and a 
woman.” 

“They very^much don’t want it 
to be about gay rights because 
Californians overwhelmingly sup¬ 
port equal protections for gays,” 
said Marshall. “That’s sort of like 
arguing that segregation isn’t 


about African American rights, 
it’s about maintaining traditional 
institutions.” 

Asked to comment on the 
“polygamy” analogy, Marshall 
said, “That one stands on its own, 
without comment.” The cam¬ 
paign for the Knight initiative is, 
incidentally, heavily funded by the 
Mormon Church. 

Asked about the governor’s 
failure to use the gay-friendly 
event - with Gore’s previous 
statement providing political 
cover - to come out against the 
Knight initiative, Ammiano said, 
“I don’t think he’s setting the tone 
we would expect from a Democ¬ 
ratic governor.” Ammiano did not 
endorse Davis for governor last 
year, in part due to his stance on 
gay marriage. 

“It’s unfortunate that the gov¬ 
ernor hasn’t taken the lead,” com¬ 
mented Marshall. “If we have en¬ 
dorsements from Gore, and 
Bradley, and Boxer ... and only 
the governor is dragging his heels, 
it will have more effect on him 
than on us.” 

“He is interested in ending 
wedge-issue politics,” defended 
Davis’s spokesperson Bustamante. 
“I think generally, the most im¬ 
portant thing is to get people to 
talk about issues like this in an ac¬ 
curate way.” 

The question on many ac¬ 
tivists’ minds is when - and with 
how much energy - politicians 
like Davis, Gore, and Feinstein, 

will campaign to defeat the so 
called “divisive, intrusive, and un¬ 
fair” Knight initiative. 

“The Knight initiative would 
mandate discrimination,” warned 
Lambda’s Wolfson. “It would lit¬ 
erally tear apart lawful marriage 
when people cross the border.” ▼

cancer, hepatitis, anxiety,

bisexual people; technical assis¬ 
tance for local bi organizations; 
and information and resources on 
a variety of topics including sup¬ 
port for straight spouses, 
polyamory, and same-sex mar¬ 
riage. 

Although Bi Without Borders 
(BWB) aims to fulfill many of the 
functions already served by BiNet 
USA, organizers of the new group 
see room for a new organization. 
According to Tamara Froome, 
BWB’s media coordinator, “There 
is so much work out there to do 
that it can only help to have addi¬ 
tional energy and resources fo¬ 
cused on those goals.” Froome 
continued, “We are actively pursu¬ 
ing coalition-building with orga¬ 
nizations such as the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF), 
and we feel that these coalitions 
are extremely important. At the 
same time, each organization has 
unique goals which may best be 
pursued separately. Strength does 


not necessarily come through 
uniting under one singular flag, 
but in valuing our multiplicity and 
diversity and finding ways that we 
can most effectively focus our en¬ 
ergy on helping the bi community 
as a whole.”

The new symbol, new 
bi holiday, and new national pres¬ 
ence signal a growth in the size, 
visibility, and diversity of the bi¬ 
sexual community.

cation of the Castro” While 
adding that he is not concerned 
that the new owners of the Dou¬ 
glass Street building might be het¬ 
erosexual - unlike the current 
tenants - he is worried that re¬ 
placing Castro renters with high¬ 
er income condo-owners is a 
trend that “could change the 
neighborhood, and its political 
base, which means we don’t get 
courted like we do, which means 
we lose our political power” 

For his part, Tull says he’s tired 
of being a landlord, and simply 
wants out of the rental market. 
Tull wants to sell the units, he told 
the B.A.R. “This is what I’m legal¬ 
ly entitled to do,” he said. 

“If they want to fight me in 
court, they’re entitled to do that,” 
he said. But Tull was most upset 
with the protests at his Castro 
Street business, which the tenants 
and their lawyer say they are plan¬ 
ning to continue every Friday 
evening “for the duration of the 
eviction litigation.” 

“The Castro District is losing 
local businesses,” said Tull, who 
leases the storefront space for his 
retail clothing business. “I’m a 
black business owner, in fact, I 
think the only one in the Castro.” 

Tull also contends that his 
business, which employs seven 
people, has itself absorbed a 
“huge” increase in rent in the last 
few months, and the protests have 
already had a noticeable impact 
on his sales when compared to 
last year. “If I go out of business, 
I’ll be fine. But they’re also attack¬ 
ing the livelihoods of seven peo¬ 
ple. I’m a very generous employ¬ 
er, and my employees are among 
the highest paid in the Castro.” 

Avicolli Mecca said he did not

participate in designing the 
demonstrations at In-jean-ious, 
which according to Tull have in¬ 
cluded picketing inside the store, 
“blowing a whistle in my manag¬ 
er’s ear,” hanging a sign on a man¬ 
nequin, and harassing customers. 
Still, Avicolli Mecca called the 
evictions an “abuse of the Ellis Act 
legislation,” and said that a “tenant 
does have a right to live in a build¬ 
ing that doesn’t have a leaky roof.” 

Tull, 49, says the evictions had 
nothing to do with the com¬ 
plaints to the building inspector. 
“I’m getting old, and I have health 
issues,” he said. “And for them to 
stress me out certainly doesn’t 
make me want to capitulate.” 

The small business owner and 
landlord also objects to what he 
calls “libelous and slanderous” ac¬ 
cusations from the protesters. 
“I’m not a slumlord; I don’t even 
own a slum,” said Tull, who lives 
in a unit behind the Douglass 
Street property. 

“It’s also a small person who’s 
fucking over a bunch of tenants,” 
said Avicolli Mecca. ▼

student health field. He was a 
bulldog - would not let go of any 
issue, and Bill always had time to 
help people learn about their 
health,” he said. Throne also read 
many biographies of gay activists. 
“He wanted to know how to do it. 
He wanted to be significant to 
other people and he wanted to 
give of himself. This is why he be¬ 
came an activist,” speculated 
Birmingham. 

Stephen LeBlanc, a fellow 
AIDS activist, said that Thorne 
had a basic impulse to help other 
people. Like many AIDS activists, 
a lot of Thorne’s projects evolved 
from late night phone calls from 
people who had mostly been left 
to die. “He was undaunted and 
fearless when he set out to help,” 
LeBlanc recalled. “He had a deep 
loyalty and affection for the gay 
community. He came out as a 
very young man and was well re¬ 
ceived in Boston and made a lot of 
friends. The community became 
like a second family.” LeBlanc 
noted that Thorne carried his ex¬ 
citement and enthusiasm about 
the gay community throughout 
his life; it led him to want to help 
keep gay people alive. “Bill would 
stop people in the street who were 
thin and wasting and say, ‘Hey, 
you don’t have to waste’ and then 
he would educate them about 
some options. He believed in get¬ 
ting options to people - but let 
the people decide which treat¬ 
ment, if any, to use,” LeBlanc said. 

Among Thorne’s accomplish¬ 
ments was helping with pressur¬ 
ing the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) to bring in new 
working policies for accelerated 
drug approval and expanded 
compassionate access. Martin De¬ 


laney remembered him as an ag¬ 
gressive partner in many coali¬ 
tions. “He was working long be¬ 
fore the protease drug days,” said 
Delaney. “He did lots of work 
with Abbott with opportunistic 
infection drug access such as clar¬ 
ithromycin. He would go to meet¬ 
ings with drug companies all day, 
then organize ‘after event’ parties 
for fellow activists,” laughed De¬ 
laney. Thorne never stopped 
being a gay man in those days. 

Thorne also worked on the na¬ 
tional protease working group, 
anabolics and growth hormone 
for AIDS working group, and was 
the first activist to unearth scien¬ 
tific abstracts about the use of an¬ 
abolics for wasting. Thorne saw 
this entire class of drugs through 
the FDA and into wasting pa¬ 
tients’ frail bodies. In 1997 the ex¬ 
pression “buff AIDS queen” be¬ 
came a new slang term on the 
street. Thorne was also responsi¬ 
ble for widespread patient access 
to Anadrol, Oxandrolone, Deca- 
Durabolin, and human testos¬ 
terone. He actually wrote the 
AIDS indication for Serono’s 
human growth hormone in a 
darkened meeting room at the 
FDA one late afternoon. 

Among many other accom¬ 
plishments, Thorne helped change 
Kaiser’s HIV care and became a 
patient leader along with his for¬ 
mer partner, Dr. David Mahon. 
They fostered the new 1990s 
Kaiser HIV care model, which 
Kaiser still boasts about to this day. 

During the winter of 1997, 
Thorne was severely beaten by 
New York police officers at a 10 
year AIDS anniversary demon¬ 
stration on Wall Street. Thorne 
suffered serious head injuries, and 
according to friends, never fully 
recovered from the ordeal. He 
later won a lawsuit with New York 
City regarding the attack. T 


While many observers are say¬ 
ing that Mayor Brown’s re-elec¬

Incidentally, from where I sit, 
the most important county 
proposition in the November 
election is Proposition A, the 
restoration of Laguna Honda 
Hospital; this is a must for San 
Francisco and deserves the sup¬ 
port of all voters. Yes on Proposi¬ 


tion A. 

Four state political parties - De¬ 
mocratic, Republican, Libertarian, 
and Peace and Freedom - are ask¬ 
ing the U.S. Supreme Court to 
throw out a California law that lets 
voters cast ballots for any candi¬ 
date in primary elections, regard¬ 
less of party affiliation, something 
that was approved by voters in 
1996. However, if the Supreme 
Court agreed to review the appeal, 
it would almost certainly not be 
before the state’s March 7 primary. 

Texas Governor Bush’s answer 
to the growing wave of shootings 
across the country, at schools, 
churches, businesses, and commu¬ 
nity centers is that “a wave of evil” 
is sweeping the land. And, no, guns 


don’t kill people, people with guns 
do. The Texas gunman who shot 
up a Fort Worth church last week 
apparently got his 9 mm semi-au¬ 
tomatic gun legally in that state. 
Tougher gun laws might have lim¬ 
ited him to a less lethal weapon, 
but in Bush’s Texas, anyone can 
carry a concealed weapon - under 
a law that Bush himself signed. 
Nope, it’s not the evil guns, it’s 
those evil people who use them. 
Bush, the darling of the National 
Rifle Association, would arm all 
Texans - indeed, all Americans. At 
least Gore and Bradley would li¬ 
cense gun owners and register all 
handguns, but heck, Texans love 
their guns and “W” says he does 
too. Politicians - go figure. ▼

Don't Call Me Marky Mark: The Unauthorized Biography of Mark 
Wahlberg by Frank Sanello; Renaissance Books, $16.95 

JIM or most gay men in their 20s and 30s, Mark Wahlberg (formerly 
the artist known as Marky Mark) has been one of the more mem- 
m orable male sex symbols of the last ten years or so. His name con- 
P jures up images of one beautifully chiseled body and a certain 
young rap performer who had a penchant for dropping his drawers. 

I remember hearing, sometime in the early 1990s, a friends de¬ 
scription of the young rapper’s appearance at a gay dance club. My 
friend, at the time a graduate student in classical literature, sounded 
somewhat apologetic as he confessed to attending the concert. But 
when he described the “electricity” that ran through the crowd as 
Marky Mark stripped off his shirt, I found myself wishing I had been 
there to see it, too. I still wish I’d been there. There’s no doubt that 
Wahlberg had, and still has, powerful sex appeal. In recent years he’s 
proved that he’s also a competent actor. But perhaps the one quality 
that’s been most important to Wahlberg’s career is his ability to make 
shrewd decisions and reinvent himself when he has to. 

Frank Sanello, a Los Angeles-based entertainment-industry jour¬ 
nalist, chronicles Wahlberg’s life and career in his new book, Don’t Call 
Me Marky Mark. As the title implies, the Mark Wahlberg of today is 
much different from the loose-trousered rap performer who shot to 
fame in the early ’90s. From a marketing perspective, one has to ad¬ 
mire how Wahlberg parlayed his modest musical abilities and exhibi¬ 
tionist tendencies into a career as an actor who would one day win

R ose Troche’s Go Fish (1994) was one of 
tire highlights of mid-’90s New Queer 
Cinema, an upbeat, inventive low-bud- 
get lesbian comedy from an authentic 
lesbian. The appearance of her second 
film, Bedrooms and Hallways, opening 
Friday in the Bay Area, is a surprise on several lev¬ 
els. For one thing, it shouldn’t have taken four 
years to get it off the ground, and another year to 
get it into general release, since it has every ear¬ 
mark of the ideal gay date movie. Chalk that up to 
persistent cultural anxieties around funding and 
distributing queer cinema. 

This time around, Troche replaces the homely, 
nearly bald lesbians and unapologetic dykes of the 
earlier film with middle-class queens and the 
straight women who adore them, all looking like 
they stepped off the covers of GQ and Elle. While 
Go Fish proudly bore the marks of its tortured his¬ 
tory, with grainy visuals, sometimes ragged acting, 
and a general air of money-based compromises, 
Bedrooms and Hallways is much slicker in every 
regard — the British cast is often superb, as if 
Troche had plenty of time and budget for re¬ 
hearsals; the script is full of pith; and the photog¬ 
raphy is superior, particularly in its skillful use of 
a mobile camera as the perfect analog for its char¬ 
acters’ shifting alliances. 

If Go Fish was Troche’s insider dyke epic, Bed¬ 
rooms and Hallways is her double paean to gay 
male sexuality and to the uncertain pleasures of 
shifting sexualities, as the millennium settles in on 
us in earnest. Like other recent dyke-directed 
movies about gay men, this one gains points for 
getting the details of homo love and lust ringing- 
ly right. (Gay male directors should be forced to 
watch certain scenes from this and perhaps Ana

Big ballads in a small room

' he stage at Piaf’s is of little- 
sparrow proportions. There’s 
M barely room for a piano and 
a singer, but that hasn’t stopped 
the boite from staging a surpris¬ 
ingly physical five-person musical 
revue that even has the cast on 
roller skates at one point. 

And the World Goes ’Round 
also makes use of the hallway to 
the kitchen, the center aisle to the 
front door, and a staircase to who 
knows where to present 33 songs 
by John Kander and Fred Ebb. It’s 
an over-ample serving, though 
the hard-sell gaiety of the cast 
never flags. 

Kander and Ebb are Broadway 
veterans whose credits include the 
musicals Cabaret and Chicago, the 
movie New York, New York, and 
reams of specialty material for 
Liza Minnelli. All of the above are 
represented, as well as some of the 
team’s less impressive contribu¬ 
tions to Steel Pier, Kiss of the Spi¬ 
der Woman, and The Rink. 

What their songs invariably 
possess is a theatricality that 
makes them particularly well- 
suited to the revue format. The 
cast at Piaf’s recognizes this, pro¬ 
viding emotional contexts for the 
numbers, even though their suc¬ 
cess at connecting musically with 
the material is erratic. 

An appealing three-course 
dinner is served in increments, 
before the show begins and dur¬ 
ing each of the two intermissions. 
But it must be disconcerting for 
the performers to play to the 
backs of diners hunkered down 
over their plates. 


The cast of And the World Goes 'Round 


The first of the three acts is the 
most effective, or so it seems. As 
the evening lengthens, the defi¬ 
ciencies and foibles of the per¬ 
formers become more apparent, 
and by the end, you may find 
yourself counting down the num¬ 
bers in the program. Both the per¬ 
formers and the audience would 
be served by some judicious edit¬ 
ing. 

Ruth Hastings, a local cabaret 
star, gets top billing and the big 
ballads. Her voice has the husky, 
lived-in vibrato of a veteran as she 
valiantly attacks such belters as 
“Maybe This Time” and “And the 
World Goes ’Round.” An eerie 
smile and the idiosyncratic ma- 
neuverings of her mouth add to 
her distinct stage persona. 

None of the other performers 
possess the kind of voice to do full 


justice to the expanse of music 
that confronts them, though 
Molly Hastings comes closest with 
a big sound in “All That Jazz” and 


a lithe and agreeable stage manner 
in “Arthur in the Afternoon.” Alec 
Nathan Duffy makes pleasing 
sounds on “The Happy Time,” 
though the top notes escape him 
on “The Kiss of the Spider 
Woman.” 

There is a frantic energy to the 
work of Denise Balthrop Cassidy, 
who had some trouble with the 
lyrics on opening night, while 
Jerry Skagerberg can’t get beyond 
a showy artifice in his solo mo¬ 
ments. 

Musical director Christopher 
Winslow’s piano accompaniment 
is accomplished, and director Dan 
Kryston’s staging is inventive, es¬ 
pecially considering the limited 
space, though the room is too 
small for the full-throttle energies 
that hammer at the audience. T 


And the World Goes ’Round will 
run at Piaf’s through Oct. 9.

Unlovable

ccording to Broadway leg¬ 
end, Pal Joey was ahead of 
% its time when it opened in 
1940. The cynical tale with a scin¬ 
tillating score divided audiences 
and critics, and faded from view 
as the season came to an end. 
Twelve years later, Broadway au¬ 
diences had caught up with Pal 
Joey and turned its revival into a 
resounding success. 

The only trouble with this 
happy ending, which the musical 
itself decidedly lacks, is that no 
one ever does Pal Joey. Well, al¬ 
most never. That the Marin The¬ 
atre Company is opening its sea¬ 
son with the show is enough of a 


novelty to lure musical-comedy 
junkies across the bridge. 

But even in its daring, the the¬ 
ater is hedging its bets. Ads for the 
production trumpet it as a “’40s 
dance musical!” although the 
choreography is about the last 
thing mentioned in most discus¬ 
sions of Pal Joey. It’s John O’Hara’s 
hard-bitten book and Rodgers 
and Hart’s sophisticated songs 
that usually get top billing. 

At least the MTC production 
lives up to its own hype. Richard 
Gibbs’ choreography is the liveli¬ 
est, most inventive aspect of the 
evening, wryly capturing the antic 
chorus-girl steps of past. In the 
acting category, things are so-so, 
and somewhat less than that in

Four faces of hate 

'Steel Kiss' opens NCTC season

he cast of Steel Kiss is so 
good it’s almost scary. 

These four young actors 
play the kind of testosterone-fu¬ 
eled, beer-swilling, disaffected 
adolescents that give heterosexu¬ 
ality such a bad name. You’ll rec¬ 
ognize the type instantly, perhaps 
reflecting back to the horrors of 
high school, when you hoped that 
they would just go away. 

In Robin Fulford’s play, open¬ 
ing the New Conservatory The¬ 
atre Center’s Pride season, they 
don’t go away. Not even after 
they’ve been arrested for kicking 
to death a gay man who was cruis¬ 
ing in their park, their turf. 

The playwright has broken up 
the narrative, jumping around in 
time, so the murder comes early 
and the scenes that follow occur 
both before and after the event. 
The second act takes place after a 
short prison stay, as they, sadder 
but no wiser, try to reconnect 
with their old world. 

Fulford’s play, actually two sepa¬ 
rate one-acts that have been com¬ 
bined here, shows how deep-root¬ 
ed, even visceral, homophobia can 
be. And misogyny is clearly a kiss¬ 
ing cousin in this case. But the caus¬ 
es are only hinted at, and what we 
get is a realistic depiction of foul be¬ 
havior without a context that would 
help make it all more meaningful. 

Still, director Ed Decker has 
stylishly staged this stylized play, 
keeping energies raw and the buzz 
of danger always close at hand. 
His work with the cast is excellent. 
Even as time abruptly shifts, and 
they must suddenly channel new 
emotions, the cast members stay 
firmly in the moment. It helps 
keep us there as well. 

Though they at first all seem to 
be of a piece, the characters devel¬ 


op telling individual characteris¬ 
tics, providing them with a hu¬ 
manity that the actors skillfully 
communicate. Billy Allen plays 
the hotheaded Neil, Lino Antonio 
the good-natured goof Jack, 
James Marks the tightly wound 
Tony, and Rejiv Shah the sexually 
confused Billy. 

Desiree Rogers, who shows up 
in the second act, plays all the var¬ 
ious women in their lives, includ¬ 
ing mother, lover, sister, and fi¬ 
ancee.

the singing department. 

Back in the ’40s, Pal Joey cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t typical fare. The title 
character is a thoroughly unlov¬ 
able cad who lies and sleeps his 
way to momentary success. His 
patron is a libidinous socialite 
who uses and disposes of men like 
a crumpled tissue. Even Richard 
Rodgers noted that but a single 
character “had a bowing acquain¬ 


tance with decency [and] that one 
character didn’t have a brain in 
her head.” 

For this kind of material to 
work, it needs a razor-sharp slick¬ 
ness that is seldom found in di¬ 
rector Albert Takazauckas’ pro¬ 
duction, which rumbles along in 
a community-theater sort of way. 

Rudy Guerrero as Joey, a low- 
level nightclub performer, is full 
of snappy energy and flashing 
smiles that don’t translate into the 
darkly charismatic con man that 
is needed. His singing voice is cer¬ 


tainly not his strongest asset. 
That’s also true of Casondra 
Campbell as the decent but witless 
ingenue, and their duet on the 
classic “I Could Write a Book” is a 
limp affair. 

Nor does Kathryn Crosby, as 
the older woman who buys Joey’s 
companionship, make much of a 
vocal impression, though her de¬ 
livery of “Bewitched” entertain¬ 
ingly projects the song’s oversexed 
message. Crosby does have a stage 
presence, though her face is of 
limited dexterity save for an occa¬ 
sional (and somewhat disturbing) 
wide-eyed glare. 

When Kirk Herring, as a night¬ 
club performer, comes out at the 
top of the second act to sing the 
purposefully foolish “Flower Gar¬ 
den of My Heart,” it’s a delight to 
finally hear a rich, strong legit 
voice. The same effect is felt when 
Karen Hall belts out “Zip,” a 
comic tribute to stripper Gypsy 
Rose Lee’s intellectual preten¬ 
sions. 

Cassandra Carpenter’s cos¬ 
tumes are a stylish asset, though 
the sets by Ronald E. Krempetz 
mainly get points for moving on 
and off stage quickly. An eight- 
piece band led by David H. Shep¬ 
ard, on stage throughout the 
show, is not able to raise the mu¬ 
sical level of the production. ▼

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Sing out, Louise! 

SFO's steamy sex opera that isn't

. uring the tedious first per¬ 
formance of the San Fran- 
i: cisco Opera’s new produc¬ 
tion of Louise last week, I sudden¬ 
ly remembered my favorite post¬ 
modern aphorism: “What urge 
will save us, now that sex won’t?” It 
was obviously a response to AIDS, 
but it could just as easily have been 
a reply to the social naivete of 
composer Gustave Charpentier. 

Louise, which debuted in Paris 
in 1900, is often held up as the 
first truly “relevant” opera, mean¬ 
ing that its morals can be applied 
to today without wrenching the 
fabric of the work or the sensibil¬ 
ities of contemporary listeners. In 
theory, perhaps; in this particular 
execution, no way. The work is an 
uneasy amalgam of kitchen-sink 
realism (the outer acts) and ro¬ 
mantic, nightmarish fantasy (the 
two inner acts, here welded to one 
long arc). There would be nothing 
wrong with this scheme if the 
music were rhythmically and 
melodically stronger and not so 
heavily overscored. As my weary 
companion quipped, “The thing 
just heaves, it never comes.” 

One aria lives in this score, 
Louise’s erotic “Depuis le jour,” a 
staple of lirico-spinto sopranos. 
Fabulous recordings by Dorothy 
Kirsten, Eleanor Steber and Bever¬ 
ly Sills have made listeners want to 
hear the whole opera. Renee Flem¬ 
ing, oddly enough, was not in that 
class in the aria, though elsewhere 
she did some powerful singing. 
She pecked at the vocal line, paus¬ 
ing and then scooping upward, 
when what is required is a stream 
of steadily mounting rapture. The 
aria is about Louise’s first sexual 
experience and how happy it has 
made her, to say nothing of the re¬ 
peats; Julien must be some stud. 
But if there was one thing missing 
in the War Memorial, it was sex. 
This Louise was as decorous as the 
vicar’s tea party. 

When I was 23, I thought 
Louise was hot. Innocent girl defies 
Puritanical parents and runs off 
with her Bohemian poet-lover to 
be crowned “The Muse of Mont¬ 
martre.” And they live happily ever 
after, unlike those miserable Bo¬ 
hemians in La Boheme. I know 
better now. Not only does nobody 
live “happily ever after” — not 
even in Louise, where you can bet 
that by the time she escapes her 
parents the second time, Julien will 
have installed a new mistress in his 
hilltop cottage — but Puccini’s 
opera is economical, unpreachy 
and orgasmically melodic. 

Louise is none of these things. 

It is discursive (three-and-a-half 
hours, even with cuts), didactic 
(the Father’s anti-poverty rant 
makes you want to rebel and 
splurge on caviar and Cham¬ 
pagne) and, except for “Depuis le 
jour” and the Paris motto that 
Julien sings (or chokes on) at the 
opening, quite amorphously un¬ 
tuneful. The euphemism often 
applied to this opera is “fragrant,” 
and the opera orchestra was in 
mid-season form. Yet conductor 
Patrick Summers seemed to be 
drowning in the sweetness of the 
piece, unable to animate much of 
it. He certainly should have hissed 
at Fleming during the aria, “Sing 
out, Louise!” 

Incest is best? 

Drifting impressionistically, the 
work dawdles musically to its cli-

mactic scene, where Louise’s father 
all but comes on to her incestuous- 
ly. (I think this is a late-century re¬ 
action; Charpentier didn’t realize 
how it would seem with a reason¬ 
ably youthful daddy (Samuel 
Ramey) instead of the doddering 
old singer more common in his 
era.) The battle of wills between fa¬ 
ther and daughter is couched in 
Wagnerian terms, and here is 
where Fleming, with her refulgent 
top notes, and Ramey, with his dra¬ 
matic bass, were able to let loose. 

But by then I didn’t give a hoot 
about Louise or her boho 
boyfriend, weakly sung by Jerry 
Hadley, an artist who can give 
great pleasure when he is proper¬ 
ly cast. Julien lies a third too high 
for his lyric tenor, and the strain 
was aural from the opera’s open¬ 
ing phrases. (Remember, too, that 
Louise debuted at the 
Opera-Comique, which is literal¬ 
ly half the size of the War Memo¬ 
rial.) Hadley should know better 
than to accept a role he can’t sing, 
but he is a tenor, after all. The 
opera company is culpable for 


casting him in the first place. 

The buck stops at Lotfi Man- 
souri, whose pet project this was. 
He obviously adores the work, 
commissioning pretty sets from 
Thierry Bosquet. Okay, if his 
decorous dreams are ignited by 
the piece, the way mine are by 
Rimsky-Korsakov’s The Invisible 
City of Kitezh (a 20th-century 
opera far more musically worthy 
of receiving a million dollar-plus 
production at SFO), then I under¬ 
stand him going for it. But Man- 
souri learned his pastel romantic 
ideas from ’50s movies, which 
makes this supposedly shocking 
Louise seem as if it had been pro¬ 
duced by Ross Hunter, glossy but 
several stages removed from the 
truth. As for visible eroticism, 
nothing. The four-minute tango 
in ACT’s Threepenny Opera is 
steamier than the entire love duet 
of this Louise. T

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For serious listeners, the prob¬ 
lem with season openers, espe¬ 
cially at the Opera, is that the real 
show is seldom the one on stage, it 
costs more than usual, and one 
pays in a variety of ways. Hating 
—- or coveting — all those gowns 
can be emotionally draining in its 
own right, and most of the people 
in them don’t seem to know how 
to behave in public, for one con¬ 
spicuous evening, at least. Then, 
too, all the preparation 
seems to have gone into 
the clothes, the parties 
and the press releases, 
so the shows tend to 
be a little, well, 
ragged. And the 
problem if you’re a 
member of the press is 
that it’s 
rude to 
say so, 
because it 
ruins everyone’s very expensive 
fun the day after, when the 
crowd’s less, shall we say, cheerful, 
anyway. Ah, the rites of fall. 

Things have been different, 
slightly, this year. Kent Nagano 
seems to have found some late- 
summer project that prevented 
the Berkeley Symphony from 
being the first out of the gate this 
fall. (Its impact on social life in the 
People’s Republic of Berkeley is 
awaiting monitored elections later 
this month.) And, as every Eng¬ 
lish-speaking music journalist in 
the West has already commented, 
the San Francisco Symphony 
scooped the Opera not only with 
an earlier opening (this is, after 
all, already tradition) but with 
opera. The stars of its opening- 
night gala were the extravagant 
art’s evil twins, soprano Angela 
Gheorghiu and her hubby, tenor 
Roberto Alagna, who provided 
exactly what opening nighters 
wanted: looks. From published re¬ 
ports, the illusion that the pair, in¬ 
dubitably superstars, are also mu¬ 
sicians of consequence survived 
the evening, if barely. 

Illness spared me the event — 
and landed me in front of the tele 
for a musical event locals are 
going to have a hard time rivaling: 
the season opener of PBS’ Live 
from the Met season, this one a 
telecast of Tchaikovsky’s Pikovaya 
Dama, taped at the Met last April. 
Say what you want about the 
Met’s physical production, the 
music-making was of a class we 
simply don’t get here any more, 
and consequently more than a lit¬ 
tle bittersweet. It came as a stab¬ 


bing reminder that Valery 
Gergiev, one of the greatest and 
certainly the most interesting 
opera conductor on the circuit 
today, made the right decision in 
signing an exclusive contract with 
the Met for his US appearances — 
despite his having made his 
American debut here and worked 
here most seasons between 1991 
and last year. A dream cast, in¬ 
cluding Placido Domingo (who 
no longer sings opera here, just 
galas) in a searing, 
brilliant reading of 
his 112th role, was 
topped by the re¬ 
doubtable Elisabeth 
Soderstrom as the 
Countess, after whose 
big scene there wasn’t a 
dry seat 
in the 
house 
(mine at 
least). You had to be there. 

But you probably weren’t. If 
you were anybody, that is. Un¬ 
published reports tell me that so¬ 
cialite behavior reached new lows 
at the Symphony gala, recalling 
that nagging question: how long 
until they call each other on their 
cells to discuss the spectacle (by 
which we don’t mean the perfor¬ 
mance)? Think about it. Or don’t. 

Press clips 

Back to the press. The official 
interpretation of the Symphony 
program was that is was a nose- 
thumbing across Grove Street, 
particularly with Deborah Voigt 
announced to sing the final scene 
from Salome in subscription con¬ 
certs at the Symphony the next 
week. Well, anything that sheds a 
harsh light on the casting policies 
at the Opera is a gesture worth 
making, but this one backfired, as 
so many mean-spirited gestures 
are wont to do. (I’m not saying the 
Symphony’s programming was 
mean-spirited, by the way. To me, 
it merely looked interesting and 
welcomely out of the ordinary. 
Ascribing meaning — of any kind 
— to it seems risky and sensa¬ 
tionalist and more than a little 
silly.) The Couple didn’t seem to 
thrill anyone I talked to, and Voigt 
canceled. Oops. 

Meanwhile, across Grove 
Street, the Opera responded with 
an entirely credible — and cred¬ 
itable — Un Ballo in Maschera 
that struck me as one of its most 
successful opening nights in 
memory. I won’t re-review 
Stephanie von Buchau here, par- 
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ticularly as we mostly agreed. But 
hearing a well-prepared perfor¬ 
mance of a difficult (downright 
quirky in its brilliance) opera in 
an all-around fine ensemble effort 
was, to say the least, gratifying. 
And to whatever extent the Sym¬ 
phony has stolen “the show,” in 
terms of the one Pat Steger covers, 
well, fine. The Symphony can do 
it with a shorter show, and has 
never shown much of an interest 
in playing music that night, any¬ 
way. And opera fans have half a 
chance at hearing the opera they 
paid a month’s San Francisco rent 
to hear. And the problem is? My 
only significant disagreement 
with my esteemed B.A.R. col¬ 
league is that I thought the 
Opera’s opening-night audience 
was nearly model in its behavior. 
People seemed to me to be listen¬ 
ing attentively to a performance 
that warranted it, and I spent far 
less time during intermissions 
dodging projectile emesis in the 
Men’s Room. I’m easy. 

My fear, unfounded in the 
event, was that the glama crowd 
was saving itself for last Monday’s 
premiere of Louise, Lotfi Man- 
souri’s megaproduction of an 
opera barely worth reviving. I 
thought the mere appearance of 
Renee Fleming in the title role 
would confer a sense of Occasion 
on the occasion. But I detected lit¬ 
tle sense of occasion, upper or 
lower case, that evening, and the 
atmosphere of deep mourning 
seemed entirely appropriate. 
Kudos to the Examiner’s Allan Ul¬ 
rich for citing the opera’s “anes¬ 
thetic charm.” Still, like another of 
the Ex’s regulars, we felt its pain. 


Kronos Quartet 


And it’s not over yet. The Kro¬ 
nos Quartet opens its “home sea¬ 
son” this weekend — its first with¬ 
out longtime cellist Joan Jeanre- 
naud, who has now announced 
her formal resignation from the 
quartet and not just a “leave.” The 
word on the wire is that her re¬ 
placement, Julia Culp (a musician 
I’ve long admired), is doing great. 
Still. Joan. Oh, well. It’s a promis¬ 
ing program full of Steve Reich, 
always worth a listen, and with 
guest artist Kayham Kalhor in the 
world premiere of his Gallop of a 
Thousand Horses. Kalhor is from 
that Persian-Indian tradition of 
gazal (ecstatic singing about love, 
human and divine), which has 
shown signs of dying in the West 
alongside its chief proponent, 
Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan, who died 
an early death shortly after his last 
Bay Area appearance a couple of 
years ago. That would be distinct¬ 
ly too bad. When people start 
renting the movie Dead Man 
Walking, to get ready for the pre¬ 
miere of Jake Heggie’s opera next 
fall, they’re going to hear Nusrat 
again, in the great soundtrack, 
and wonder where he’s been. If 
you’re up to guzzling a gazal, be at 
Yerba Buena Center Friday or Sat¬ 
urday. You won’t mind, and with 
any luck, you’ll lose yours. ▼ 
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|| t’s all over us again. “The Star- 
Spangled Banner.” They’re 
II playing it everywhere, and no 
one is throwing out the first ball 
(although more than a few are off 
throwing up), so it must be the 
beginning of the music season.

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Moon on the move 

On a Clear Day You Can See 
Forever likely lost a little money 
for 42nd Street Moon, but it’s not 
a calamity. 

“In fact, it’s sort of OK,” said 
producing artistic director Greg 
MacKellan. “We probably took 
this step a year earlier than we 
were ready to, but it was good just 
to go ahead and do it.” 

For its staged concert produc¬ 
tion of On a Clear Day, 42nd 
Street Moon moved from the 140- 
seat theater at the New Conserva¬ 
tory Theatre Center to the 500- 
seat Gershwin Theatre. A small 
orchestra replaced the usual solo 
piano, and Andrea Marcovicci 
was contracted for the starring 
role. 

It cost a lot, but Clear Day 
played to hundreds more than 
usually attend a 42nd Street 
Moon production at NCTC, 
many of whom were first-timers 
to the troupe that dusts off “lost 
musicals,” according to MacKel¬ 
lan. 

“I had worried how our shows 
work in the bigger theater, and I 
was pleased to discover that they 
did indeed work,” he said. “But 
some of the things we do are still 
better served in a smaller space.” 

The company will return to 
NCTC for the remainder of the 
1999 season, and then move to the 
downtown Eureka Theatre next 
season. But it will return to the 
Gershwin for the spring opening 
of the 2000 season. 

“I can almost guarantee the big 
show will be by Cole Porter,” 


MacKellan said. “We might do 50 
Million Frenchmen or Out of This 
World." 

The upcoming departure from 
its home for the past six years is 
“all very friendly,” MacKellan said. 
“NCTC is ready to use the theater 
more themselves, and we feel 
we’re ready to take the next step. 
It definitely was not a matter of 
them kicking us out.” 

Riding ‘Shotgun’ 

“We have done gay-themed 
plays, but that’s not the thrust of 
our work,” said Patrick Dooley, 
artistic director of the Berkeley- 
based Shotgun Players. “But the 
issues in this play transcend sexu¬ 
al preference.” 

Dooley was talking about 
Swimming in the Shallows, a new 
play by San Francisco playwright 
Adam Bock that Shotgun is intro¬ 
ducing to the Bay Area. It is run¬ 
ning in the Studio at Theatre 
Rhino through Oct. 24. 

The play focuses on three cou¬ 
ples dealing with relationships. 
One of the pairs is straight, one is 
lesbian, and the other is gay/am¬ 
phibian. 

“The gay male is going 
through a problem with long¬ 
term relationships, and he meets 
a shark, and they fall in love,” 
Dooley said. “It’s absurd, but it 
seems to make perfect sense.”

His former roommate was 
such a Diana Ross fanatic that 
Robert Banks Ramirez thought 
he’d go nuts if he had to listen to 
“Reach Out and Touch” one more 
time. But the roommate did in¬ 
troduce him to one song by the 
Diana Ross and the Supremes that 
struck a chord with the aspiring 
playwright. 

“The song was Ask Any Girl,’ 
and it really stood out in my 
head,” Ramirez said recently from 
his home in Los Angeles. “It is a 
song about loss, and dealing with 
the after-effects of that.” 

Ask Any Girl not only became 
the title of Ramirez’s first pro¬ 
duced play, he invokes the spirit of 
Diana Ross throughout it. “I think 
she would love this 
piece,” he said, “because 
it pays just complete 
homage to her and 
what she means to a lot 
of people in the black 
gay community.” 

But the play, open¬ 
ing at the Lorraine 
Hansberry Theatre 
on Sept. 30 as part 
of the Cultural 
Odyssey Perfor¬ 
mance Festival, really isn’t about 
Diana Ross at all — even if one of 
its characters is a drag diva from 
Oakland named Mahogany Saint 
Ross.

Shuffling jobs at Rhino 

Changes are afoot at Theatre 
Rhino, but how they will all shake 
out is an unknown. Doug 
Holsclaw is now the acting artis¬ 
tic director of the 21-year-old gay 
and lesbian theater, taking over 


“I’ve had a lot of transgender 
friends, and I had one who passed 
from AIDS who I loosely based 
the Mahogany character on,” 
Ramirez said. But in the play, it is 
not Mahogany who has died, but 
her best friend whose surviving 
twin brother is the only other 
character. 

The twin is a closeted Harvard 
law graduate who, unlike his late 
brother, has no use for Ma¬ 
hogany’s lifestyle. “It’s pretty 
much about them dealing with 
the loss of something they both 
loved dearly, as well as con¬ 
fronting each other and establish¬ 
ing a new bond,” Ramirez said. 

After writing a one-act version 
three years ago, Ramirez devel¬ 
oped a full-length Ask Any Girl 
that has had two productions in 
LA with the same cast. Jazzmun, a

striking transgender performer 
with numerous screen credits, is 
recreating her role as Mahogany, 
and Wheaton James continues in 
the role of the surviving 
brother. 

“Most of the things 
out there that dealt with 
AIDS seemed sort of 
depressing, and I want¬ 
ed to write something 
that would celebrate the 
lives of these people 
who had passed,” 
Ramirez said. “And 
there wasn’t too 
much out there 
that dealt with it from the 
African-American perspective.” 

Ramirez, 32, works by day at a 
commercial production company. 
His primary focus is screenwrit¬ 
ing, and he has written a script 
based loosely on the life of his 
mother, a Latina lesbian who 
came out in the early 1960s. She 
passed away two years ago, at age 
50. 

“It was almost scarily ironic 
the way it happened,” Ramirez 
said, “because some of the things 
I had written I found myself say¬ 
ing. The play became my saving 
grace, because I had to believe in 
the words I had written.” 

Ramirez hopes that Ask Any 
Girl will eventually find its way to 
New York. “Our dream,” he said, 
“is that we’re going to keep doing 
it until Diana comes.”

if n this, the first complete biog¬ 
raphy of three-time Pulitzer 
H Prize-winrfing playwright Ed¬ 
ward Albee, author Mel Gussow 
offers a comprehensive portrait of 
this groundbreaking yet often 
misunderstood artist.

riences in life. 

Gussow leaves no stone un¬ 
turned in analyzing Albee’s trou¬ 
bled relationship with his adop¬ 
tive parents (“I was not what they 
bargained for, what they thought 
they had bought,” says Albee) and 
his life-long battle with alco¬ 
holism (“At twelve he was already 
the family bartender”). 

Along with anecdotes about 
the playwright’s prickly personal¬ 
ity and unforgiving nature to¬ 
wards those who have wounded 
him, Gussow writes of Albee’s 
fierce loyalty to his true friends 
and his generosity towards his 
students. For the last decade, 
Albee has frequently taught at the 
University of Houston and other 
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schools around the country. 

The book’s final chapters deal 
with Albee’s recent years — a sat¬ 
isfying and productive period 
spent with his longtime partner, 
sculptor Jonathan Thomas, divid¬ 
ing their time between Manhattan 
and Montauk, Long Island. At age 
71 and with many years of sobri¬ 
ety under his belt, the “playwright 
of his generation” shows no signs 
of stopping. 

Total 
access 

While 
the notori¬ 
ously pri¬ 
vate Edward 
Albee did 
not “autho¬ 
rize” the re¬ 
cent book 
about his life, 
he did offer, 
to an amazing 
degree, his co¬ 
operation with 
the project. 

“He had no 
say over the manuscript, but he 
was very accessible and gave me 
access to letters and scrapbooks 
and papers and let me interview 
him many times for the book,” 
says biographer Mel Gussow in a 
recent interview. “I think it goes 
back to the fact that I’ve known 
him for about 35 years and have 
written frequently about him. 
Clearly, there must have been a 
trust on his part.” 

Gussow (pronounced GUSS- 
oh), who has been a theater and 
culture critic for the New York 
Times for over 25 years, has 
known Albee since the play¬ 
wright’s most famous work, Who's 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf?, opened 
on Broadway in October, 1962. 

“At the time, I was at Newsweek 
magazine as a critic and writer, 
and because of the fact that the 
regular theater critic was sick, I 
was called upon at the very last 
minute to review the play,” he re¬ 
members. “Sometime thereafter, I 
sat down to do an interview with 
him, and that inspired me to sug¬ 
gest that Newsweek do a cover 
story on him. This was back in the 
days when newsmagazines gave 
far more attention to serious mat¬ 
ters in the arts than they do today. 
That cover story appeared the 
next year, in February, 1963, and 
was one of the first long profiles 
ever written about him. So in the 
course of preparing that article, I 
got to know him rather well, and 
also a lot of his friends and asso¬ 
ciates at that time.” 

The author, who is heterosexu¬ 
al, says that understanding his 
subject’s identity as a gay man 
never posed a problem. 

“There’s always been talk, for 
example, about whether only 
black critics should review black 
plays or only gay critics should re¬ 
view gay plays, and I think that’s 
really a very dubiow notion,” 
Gussow says. “Any dec • t critic or 
biographer should be able to 
write about anybody, and hope¬ 
fully to write with full under¬ 
standing of the person. One 
shouldn’t be at all pigeonholed as 
a biographer or a critic.” 

Stable hands 

The book chronicles Albee’s 
long-term relationships with 
composer William Flanagan and 
fellow playwright Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally, with whom he remains 
friends. Gussow writes that Albee 
credits his 25-year relationship

with his current part¬ 
ner, Jonathan Thomas, 
for stability in his life 
and career. 

While he has never 
been comfortable 
with the label “gay playwright,” 
Albee has always been honest 
about his sexuality. 

“He apparently never denied 
it, but it was not brought up in the 
early days because, in fact, that 
was not what one did if one want¬ 
ed to be a working artist in the 
theater or elsewhere,” says Gus¬ 
sow. “But when he was asked 
point blank about it, he did cer¬ 
tainly talk about it, and over re¬ 
cent years he has certainly been 
very freely and openly what he is.” 

Albee has on occasion been 
criticized in the gay press for not 
having enough gay characters in 
his plays. 

“He feels that being gay is one 
aspect of his life,” says Gussow. 
“He’s gay, he’s a playwright, he’s a 
man. It’s all part of who he is, and 
he writes about all aspects of it, so 
occasionally there have been gay 
characters in his plays. It’s just one 
part of his makeup and therefore 
one area that he can draw upon in 
his work.” 

It has been rumored over the 
years that the volatile relationship 
in Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf?, 
immortalized by Elizabeth Taylor 
and Richard Burton in the movie 
version, was based on a relation¬ 
ship between two gay men. 

“That’s a story that’s been 
floating around for years, and 
there’s absolutely no truth to it,” 
says Gussow. “As Albee has said 
frequently, if he wanted to write 
about two gay couples or a gay 
couple and a heterosexual couple, 
he would’ve done it, but that’s not 
the nature of that play.” 

According to Gussow, Albee 
has read the biography since its 
recent release and displayed no 
negative reaction. 

“I would say that in his typical 
noncommittal, somewhat re¬ 
moved, witty way, he probably 
do^iiike it,” says Gussow. 

y W -i if he considers^Albee, 
nowT^to be in the twilight of his 
career, Gussow responds, “Ab¬ 
solutely not! He has a new play 
that I saw in London and liked 
very much called The Play About 
the Baby. It’ll come to NY within 
the year, I think. He’s working on 
still another play and probably 
has many other plays in mind. I 
would say that in direct contrast 
to Tennessee Williams at Albee’s 
age or somewhat older, in a sense 
he’s in the prime of his life. He re¬ 
ally is filled with creative ideas, 
and I think has a lot more plays to 
write and to offer us.” T

Kokkinos’ upcoming Head On for 
pointers.) Queer audiences may 
bristle at some of Troche’s tropes, 
particularly an unexpected and 
unbelievable eleventh-hour het- 
ero conversion, and the film 
sometimes goes overboard in sat¬ 
irizing easy targets like the men’s 
movement and New Age-think. 
But Bedrooms and Hallways is a 
skillful sex farce that almost re¬ 
quires a scorecard to follow the 
movements of its ensemble cast. 
It’s fast-paced, often engaging, 
and, if sometimes superficial and 
at the end, arguably heterosexist, 
it’s also true enough in its obser¬ 
vations to make it a rewarding 96 
minutes. 

Finding your inner homo 

Leo (Kevin McKidd) is a queer 
cabinetmaker on the verge of that 
most feared event in Generation X 
(or Y) mythology: his 30th birth¬ 
day. He lives with evil queen Dar¬ 
ren (Tom Hollander) and gor¬ 
geous, perpetually horny straight 
girl Angie (Julie Graham). Still, 
this Friends -style family isn’t 
enough; Leo longs for More. 
Lured by a hetero friend, he joins a 
straight men’s group run by Keith 
(Simon Callow) and surprises 
everybody by using “the honesty 
stone” to confess his attraction to a 
hunky Irishman in the group, 
Brendan (James Purefoy). This 
triggers a series of engagements 
and reverses, with the men sud¬ 
denly discovering, with varying re¬ 
sults, their “inner homosexual.” 

Meanwhile, Brendan, who’s in 
the process of shedding a 
seven-year straight relationship, 
begins to court a wary Leo, who 
eventually succumbs to Brendan’s 
highly visible charms in spite of 
his (Leo’s) fear of falling in love 
with a straight man. Some of the 
film’s best scenes are the quiet 
moments, far from the film’s 
farce, between the two of them 
before, during, and after sex. In a 
moment rarely seen in cinema, 
“straight” Brendan confesses that 
“gay” Leo fucked him, and he 
wants more: “You just can’t get 
enough of it!” he wisely states. 

Complicating matters are sev-

eral subplots that occupy almost 
as much screen time as the Bren- 
dan-Leo affair. Brendan’s ex-girl¬ 
friend turns out to be Sally, who 
was in love with Leo in high 
school. Darren, who represents 
Everyqueen, is involved with Jef¬ 
frey (Priscilla of the Desert's Hugo 
Weaving), a real estate agent with 
a fetish for secretly screwing in the 
properties he’s listed. (In one 
memorable scene, Jeremy ties 
Darren naked to a bed, only to be 
interrupted by the owner’s sud¬ 
den reappearance.) One of the 
men’s group members becomes 


need to fuck!” Troche miscalcu¬ 
lates in having too many scenes of 
Keith and Sibyl’s various groups, 
though the sequence where the 
men go on a “warrior camp-out” 
without food is funny indeed. 
Their intention of foraging soon 
vanishes, and they order a huge 
take-out feast, dancing and drum¬ 
ming naked around a campfire 
littered with Styrofoam boxes. 

A standout among the actors is 
Tom Hollander’s Darren, whose 
dementedly gleeful glances and 
casually vicious dish put him in a 
long line of superior cinema

insanely jealous of Brendan and 
Leo’s “breakthrough” and disrupts 
the group with his own homo 
wish-list. Angie takes up with 
Leo’s best friend, and so on. 

Group therapy 

One of the film’s major targets, 
when, it isn’t tracking the pecca¬ 
dilloes of its large cast, is the ex¬ 
cesses of the New Age. Simon Cal¬ 
low’s Keith is hilarious as the 
ridiculously earnest men’s group 
leader; faced with a dramatic 
“breakdown” by one of the mem¬ 
bers, he leaps to action, unhinged 
by what he calls the “spontaneous 
rebirthing” of what looks to more 
jaundiced eyes like a drama 
queen’s calculated hysteria. Even 
better is his wife Sibyl (the fabu¬ 
lous Harriet Walter), an arch crea¬ 
ture who’s like a one-woman 
Greek chorus: “Those two don’t 
need to fight,” she says of Brendan 
and one of the other men, “they 


sissies that dates back to Franklin 
Pangborn and Clifton Webb. The 
rest of the cast acquits itself well, 
helped by Robert Farrar’s clever 
script. Sample: Angie’s earnest at¬ 
tempts to convince Leo that he 
must not go out with Sally, his 
high school flame and Brendan’s 
ex. She uses an argument unas¬ 
sailable in certain circles: “Leo, 
you are a strawberry blonde. You 
can’t go out with an ash blonde. 
It’s not right!” 

The film’s mostly light, satiri¬ 
cal tone doesn’t prepare the view¬ 
er for a none-too-welcome ending 
in which Leo “touches base” with 
his heterosexuality. This conceit 
makes a degree of sense, given the 
film’s concept of sexuality as fluid 
(though nobody is or becomes 
lesbian), but it can also be read as 
an unfortunate bone thrown to 
hetero audiences and distributors, 
who don’t always like their queer¬ 
ness unalloyed. T

| kay, I’ll be upfront with you. 
Melissa’s new album, Break- 
down, is not the raw, pas¬ 
sionate Melissa of her eponymous 
debut. Breakdown is a studio 
album more along the lines of 
'Never Enough, with keyboards, 
drum machines, background vo¬ 
cals, and different musical styles 
ranging from country to retro to 
hip hop, all thrown into the mix. 

But before you longtime fans 
tear out your hair, remember that 
Never Enough also garnered 
Melissa her first Grammy (for 
“Ain’t It Heavy”). Truth is, I can’t 
find a weak track on the entire 
new album. This compilation may 
very well surpass the success of 
1994’s Yes I Am. And Melissa’s 
lyrics and vocal range have never 
been better. 

“I challenged myself on Break¬ 
down. I would not let myself 
coast,” Melissa says. “The songs all 
came from great places. I dug 
deeper than I ever had before.” 

This process of digging deep 
inside herself can be heard on the 
album’s most haunting track, 
“Into the Dark,” a Peter Gabriel- 
esque tune which broods over the 
journey into the soul. Longtime 
session musician Pino Palladino, 
who appears on several of 
Etheridge’s albums, here uses his 
bass to add a note of self-discov¬ 
ery to Melissa’s inner searching. 

Yet the album contains numer¬ 
ous tracks which should prove 
radio-friendly. The first single, 
“Angels Would Fall” — released 
August 31 and already charting — 
picks up a theme Etheridge has 
fiddled with since her pre-discov¬ 
ery days playing the song “Angel” 
in the Que Sera in Long Beach, 
California. 1989’s Brave and 
Crazy, Melissa’s second effort, 
contained the single “The An¬ 
gels”; the music video, ironically, 
was directed by Melissa’s then 
partner-to-be, Julie Cypher, in her 
directorial debut. Aptly, the video 
for “Angels Would Fall” — cur¬ 
rently in heavy rotation on VH-1 
— was directed by Melissa herself, 
in her own directorial debut. 

Pillow chewing 

Other possible singles from

Breakdown include “Enough of 
Me,” quintessential Etheridge be¬ 
cause of its echoes of the pillow- 
chewing-jealousy of “Bring Me 
Some Water” and “Like the Way I 
Do.” The album’s title track, 
“Breakdown,” should also be pop¬ 
ular for its toe-tapping beat and 
country flavorings. “Mama I’m 
Strange” eases well into the cur¬ 
rent retro fad, and if not released 
as a single, it will still be a fun 
song in concert. 

Love songs abound on the 
album, although Melissa is quick 
to point out that impressions of 
her as someone in a long-term re¬ 
lationship with the perfect part¬ 
ner and the perfect children are 
myths. She has to work at her re¬ 
lationship just like everybody else, 
she says. Nevertheless, acoustic 
ballads such as “Sleep,” with lyrics 
like, “I want to lay down on your 
shoulder/just inside your arm/I 
want to listen to your heart- 
beat/And your breathing on and 
on,” taken alongside John Shanks’ 
tender mandolin on “How Would 
I Know?” or his crying slide guitar 
on “My Lover,” perhaps belie her. 
Melissa sounds like a woman in 
love. In fact, in one way or anoth¬ 
er, Melissa has said, practically all 
the songs on the album were in¬ 
spired by partner Julie Cypher ex¬ 
cept for “Truth of the Heart,” 
which she wrote for their chil¬ 
dren, Bailey and Beckett. 

The other big stretch for 
Etheridge on this album, other 
than “Mama I’m Strange,” is 
“Scarecrow.” At first I was stunned 


that “Scarecrow” had a dance 
beat, because the song was written 
for Matthew Shepard and con¬ 
tains such grim lines as, “They 
tortured and burned you/They 
beat you and they tied you/They 
left you cold and breathing/For 
love they crucified you.” But the 
song explodes in outrage in the 
middle, with so much layering 
and dissonance behind Kenny 
Aronoff’s intense beat, I wouldn’t 
be surprised if the track became a 
gay anthem and if DJs in clubs na¬ 
tionwide didn’t use part of it in 
their mixes. It’s not a dance of cel¬ 
ebration, obviously, it’s a dance of 
angry catharsis; yet, as Melissa 
sings, she “can forgive, but I will 
not forget.” 

Overall, five stars: a strong re¬ 
turn after a three-year hiatus. This 
will be one that stays in my CD 
changer for a while. T

Dancing into the future 

Oakland Ballet Acting Artistic Director Joral Schmalle 


Oakland Ballet is in the thick of 
the city’s diverse cultural mix. 

In his office after a rehearsal, 
Schmalle’s enthusiasm for his 
work as director, dancer, and 
teacher animates his face and 
body. “Right now it’s pretty quiet, 
but in the evenings, this place is 
really alive with energy. All kinds 
of music and dance, African 
drumming, jazz, hip hop and bal¬ 
let. We are all learning to work 
with each other in an integrated 
way and are developing a pro¬ 
gram called ‘Kids First.’ It’s gener¬ 
ally acknowledged that every child 
should have some sort of physical 
education, whether it’s baseball, 
basketball, swimming or soccer. 
There should be that same atti¬ 
tude toward the arts, so why not 
dance? 

“Eventually we’d like to have a 
program after school from 4 to 6, 
where kids can try out the differ¬ 
ent styles. There is so much un¬ 
tapped talent here, and many of 
the kids would never discover bal¬ 
let otherwise. We also want to do 
more school outreach programs. 
Even when our funding didn’t 
come through, we decided to go 
ahead and put on the program, 
moving the floor and equipment 
ourselves in one dancer’s pickup 
truck.” 

Schmalle emphasized that 
Oakland Ballet “need[s] to get out 
into the community and raise our 
visibility. Both our home season 
at the Paramount Theater and 
touring are really a commitment 
to giving people access to the bal¬ 
let. And I mean that not just on 
the physical level of going out to 
schools or providing tickets for 
our performances, but also on an 
intellectual and emotional level. 
When I can read a little bit about 
a ballet before I see it, I get so 
much more out of the experience. 
And I’ve been going to see dance 
for over 25 years. 

“Many people still think of 
ballet as an elite art form, only for 
the wealthy or those who have 
taken ballet classes. And they be¬ 
lieve that there is no way for them 
to really appreciate a perfor¬ 
mance. But Oakland Ballet is try¬ 
ing to make ballet accessible to 
everyone.” 

Schmalle is keen to continue 
the tradition of revivals in the 
company’s repertory, though “as 
time goes by, it’s getting harder to 
find people who were around 
during the Diaghilev period. So 
we are also looking at American 
choreographers. Twenty years 
ago, there were many pieces that 
were the mainstays of other com¬ 
panies, but are now rarely seen. 
It’s a wonderful opportunity to 
capture something that falls with¬ 
in what Oakland Ballet wants to 
do in terms of being accessible 
and relevant. My own back¬ 
ground in dance emphasized the 
theatrical side more than the clas¬ 
sical side, so I also tend to want to 
do pieces in that vein. And of 
course, we will continue to com¬ 
mission new works from Bay Area 
choreographers such as Val Cani- 
paroli, Alonzo King, Betsy Erick¬ 
son, Margaret Jenkins and Tandy 
Beal.” ▼

I hen it comes to survival, 
all ballet companies are 
' I not created equal. Last 
year, when founder and Artistic 
Director Ronn Guidi decided to 
retire from Oakland Ballet, no one 
knew what the future might hold. 
As a medium-sized troupe iri a 
large city, frequently overshad¬ 
owed by its high-profile neighbor 
across the Bay, the company was 
not necessarily guaranteed a long 
life span. 

The Oakland Ballet is not one 
of the national companies which 
have even survived changes in 
government, never mind constant 
changes of artistic directors. With 
the help of government subsidies 
and national pride, companies 
such as Paris Opera Ballet, the 
Kirov Ballet (formerly Maryinsky 
under the Czar) or Great Britain’s 
Royal Ballet are not in danger of 
disappearing. 

Neither is Oakland a company 
which was formed to serve the 
artistic vision of a single choreog¬ 
rapher, such as Balanchine’s New 
York City Ballet or Martha Gra¬ 
ham’s company. Even after the 
creators’ deaths, these companies 
had enough momentum and 
prestige to continue, though per¬ 
haps at a less brilliant level. It 
seemed Oakland might fall in 
with those companies whose dri¬ 
ving force has left without leaving 
a strong successor. 

But after a year at the helm, 
Acting Artistic Director Joral 
Schmalle appears to have gotten 
the company back on a course to¬ 
ward surviving and flourishing. 

Begun in 1965 by Ronn Guidi 
to “preserve the past and create 
the future,” and under his guiding 
hand for 33 years, Oakland Ballet 
had carved out its niche in the

dance world by having one of the 
best historical repertories in the 
country. Not only had Guidi suc¬ 
ceeded in acquiring many ballets 
from the Diaghilev era, such as 
choreographer Michel Fokine’s 
Scheherazade, Les Sylphides, Le 
Spectre de la Rose, and Petroushka, 
Vaslav Nijinsky’s L’Apres-midi 
d’un Faune, and Bronislava Nijin- 
ska’s Les Noces, Les Biches, and 
Bolero (the original 1928 ballet for 
which Ravel wrote his famous 
score), but he also added signifi¬ 
cant works like Kurt Joos’ The 
Green Table and Anthony Tudor’s 


Lilac Garden. And mining our 
own rich American cultural vein, 
Oakland Ballet presented master¬ 
pieces such as Eugene Loring’s 
Billy the Kid, Jose Limon’s The 
Moor's Pavane, and Agnes de 
Mille’s Fall River Legend. 

Change is good 

When Guidi decided to step 
down last year and asked Joral 
Schmalle, who had danced in the 
company for 16 years, to become 
Acting Artistic Director, Oakland 
Ballet’s fate hung in the balance. 
Schmalle remembers, “Of course, 
I said I’ll take it over, but I wasn’t 
necessarily sure at the time if 
there was a desire within the com¬ 
pany, in the community, or in the 
dance world in general that Oak¬ 
land Ballet should continue. And 
if there wasn’t, I was committed to 
closing it in an honorable way and 
appreciating it for what it had 
been. I think that the world in 
which Oakland Ballet existed has 
changed, and the company hasn’t 
changed rapidly enough to main¬ 
tain its place. The way we did 
things in the past worked when 
there was a lot more funding, but 
funding criteria have changed, 
and we need to catch up.” 

Recruiting dancers to become 
directors of companies, solely on 
the strength of their performing 
careers, can be risky. The qualities 
that make an exceptional dancer 
are not necessarily the ones which 
will make for a discerning leader. 
It may still be a little early to tell, 
as many factors come into play in 
predicting the future course of a 
dance company, but based on my 
interview with Schmalle, I feel 
confident that he has a clear vi¬ 
sion of what he must do to keep 
Oakland Ballet alive and thriving. 

“Dinosaurs have taught us that 
if we don’t adapt or evolve, we’ll 
die out. So I want Oakland Ballet 
to continue evolving at the same 
pace as the world around it.” 
Schmalle’s plan to ensure the 
company’s growth includes three 
components: community involve¬ 
ment, the home season and tour¬ 
ing. As resident ballet company at 
the Alice Arts Center near Lake

Big deal art expo 

I ts kind of like any other “expo” held in a vast, echo-filled cham¬ 
ber, with row after row of booths from which vendors sell their 
wares, just as the computer and software manufacturers do over 
at Moscone Center. Only this time, the booths are situated inside 
the Herbst & Festival Pavilions over at Fort Mason, and the ven¬ 
dors aren’t the marketing and technology staffers of corporations, 
but gallery owners and representatives, doing their best to promote 
their industry. 

Yes, art is big business, and nowhere is this more apparent than 
at the San Francisco International Art Exposition. At this sec¬ 
ond annual event, more than 100 galleries representing 12 coun¬ 
tries and more than 2,000 artists will hawk their wares, as well as 
participate in a host of special presentations and symposiums. 
From an opening-night gala art-previewing party hosted by and 
benefiting the San Francisco Art Institute (the cheapest tickets are 
$125 per person), to a downtown “Art Walk/Breakfast” organized 
by the SF Art Dealers Association in which art lovers can stroll from 
gallery to gallery, to a panel on “Art, Culture and Technology” mod¬ 
erated by SFMOMA director David A. Ross, this event is one of gi¬ 
gantic commercial proportions, reaching far beyond Fort Mason 
to encompass activities throughout the City and the Bay Area. It’s 
not about your struggling mom-and-pop (or mom-and-mom) gal¬ 
leries as much as it’s about making big bucks — last years expo 
generated sales of some $15 million — and establishing big repu¬ 
tations for major galleries and the Individual artists they choose to 
promote. It’s sort of an open-air market for “A” list galleries. 

You’ll find works of art for sale through some of San Francisco’s 
most prestigious art dealers, including the Haines Gallery, which 
will be exhibiting the cathode ray tube images of MIT engineer and 
artist Alan Rath; the Dorothy Weiss Gallery, which will have a 
collection of ceramics by several ar fists, most notably Rudy Autio; 
and Fraenkel Gallery, displaying a selection of its classic fine-art 
photographs by such big-name shutterbugs as Edward Weston, 
William Wegman, and Diane Arbus. 

If it strikes you that a disproportionate number of the galleries 
represented are from Chicago, the explanation is clear: this expo is 
a project of Thomas Blackman Associates, producers of “Art Chica¬ 
go,” the windy city’s big annual art event. But you’ll find galleries 
from New York City, Moscow, Bogota, West Islip and elsewhere. 

An open-studios event this ain’t. For that, just wait till Saturday, 
October 2, when San Francisco Open Studios — our city’s very 
own peasant’s art expo — begins it’s month-long run.Y

The most common side 
effects with Agenerase are nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a 
tingling sensation around the mouth. 
If these side effects occur, they are 
usually mild to moderate and tend to 
stop after a few weeks of treatment. 

You should know that high blood sugar, 
shifts in location of body fat, and a 
certain type of anemia have been seen 
in patients taking protease inhibitors, 
including Agenerase. Serious and/or 
life-threatening drug interactions and 
skin reactions have also been seen in 
patients taking Agenerase.

Please read this information before you start taking AGENERASE (pronounced ah-GEN-er-ase), and re-read it each time you 
receive your prescription, just in case something has changed. Remember that this information does not take the place of 
careful discussions with your doctor when you start this medication and at checkups. You should not change or stop your 
anti-HIV treatment without first talking with your doctor. You should tell your doctor about any drug you are taking or 
planning to take because taking AGENERASE with some medications can result in serious or life-threatening problems. 


What is AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE is a medication used to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS 
(acquired immune deficiency syndrome). AGENERASE is taken by mouth as a soft gel cap¬ 
sule or oral solution. It belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 

How does AGENERASE work? 

AGENERASE is used only in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in 
combination therapy, AGENERASE may help lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, 
raise CD4 (T) cell count, and keep your immune system as healthy as possible so that it 
can help fight infection. However, AGENERASE does not have these effects in all patients. 

What are the side effects of AGENERASE? 

Common side effects of AGENERASE are nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a tingling 
sensation around the mouth. Severe or life-threatening rash has been reported. 

Contact your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or rash. Your doctor may be 
able to help you manage these symptoms. Your doctor will advise you whether your symp¬ 
toms can be managed on therapy or whether AGENERASE should be stopped. 

This list of side effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss with you a 
more complete list of possible side effects with AGENERASE. Talk to your doctor promptly 
about any side effects you have. 

How should I take AGENERASE? 

Take AGENERASE exactly as your doctor prescribes it. The usual dosage for adults and 
adolescents (at least 13 years of age) is eight 150-mg soft gel capsules twice a day 
(morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

AGENERASE can be taken with or without food. However, you should not take AGENERASE 
with a high-fat meal because this could reduce the effectiveness of AGENERASE. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of AGENERASE? 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as possible, be very careful to 
take all of your medication exactly as your doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of AGENERASE by more than 4 hours, wait and take the next dose at 
the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of AGENERASE at any one time. 

When your supply of AGENERASE or other anti-HIV drugs starts to run low, arrange to get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important that you take anti-HIV drugs as 
prescribed by your doctor because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one 
or more of the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

Can AGENERASE be taken with other medications? 

Protease inhibitors, including AGENERASE, may interact with other drugs, including those 
you take without a prescription. Before you take AGENERASE, tell your doctor about any 
drugs that you are taking or planning to take including non-prescription drugs. 

• You should not take any of the following medications with AGENERASE because 
serious or life-threatening problems could occur.* 

Halcion® (triazolam) Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) Versed® (midazolam) 

Ergot medications (Cafergot® and others) Vascor® (bepridil) 

• You should also not take rifampin with AGENERASE because this drug reduces the 
effectiveness of AGENERASE. Rifampin is also known as: Rifadin® Rifamate? Rifater^ 
and Rimactane? 

• Serious and/or life-threatening drug interactions can also occur if you take AGENERASE 
with any of the following drugs.* If you need to take any of these drugs, your doctor may 
closely monitor the amount of drug in your blood to minimize potential problems. 
Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Phenobarbital 
Dilantin® (phenytoin) 

Lidocaine 

Coumadin® (warfarin) 

(quinidine) Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® 

Antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® (desipramine), 

PameloT® (nortriptyline), Tofranil® (imipramine) 

• Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with AGENERASE, talk to your doctor about possible 
drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and AGENERASE together, you 
may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual 
changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 
hours, you should seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 


• If you use birth control pills, talk to your doctor about choosing a different type of contra¬ 
ceptive, since AGENERASE may reduce the effectiveness of some birth control pills. 

• Because AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution contain large amounts of vitamin E, 
you should not take additional vitamin E while taking AGENERASE. 

• Special considerations:* 

If you take AGENERASE with Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

If you take AGENERASE with Videx® (didanosine, ddl), take them at least 1 hour apart. 

If you take AGENERASE with antacids, take them at least 1 hour apart. 

Does AGENERASE cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

AGENERASE does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time we do not know if 
AGENERASE will help you live longer or have fewer of the medical problems (opportunistic 
infections) that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. Because of this, you must be 
sure to be seen regularly by your healthcare professional. 

Does AGENERASE reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No. AGENERASE, as well as other anti-HIV medications, has not been shown to reduce 
the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take AGENERASE? 

Do not take AGENERASE if you have had a serious allergic reaction to AGENERASE 
or any of its ingredients. If you have liver disease, your dosage of AGENERASE may 
have to be adjusted. 

If you are allergic to sulfa drugs, you should inform your doctor. 

Can children take AGENERASE? 

Children from 4 to 12 years of age can also take AGENERASE. Your doctor will tell you if 
the oral solution or capsule is best for your child. Your child’s doctor will decide the right 
dose based on your child’s weight and age. AGENERASE has not been studied in children 
under 4 years of age. 

Can pregnant women and nursing mothers take AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE has not been studied in pregnant women and the risk to the unborn child 
is not known. Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while 
taking AGENERASE. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV in the breast milk can 
infect the infant. 

What other medical conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking 
AGENERASE. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have hemophilia or problems with your liver. 

How should I store AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution? 

AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution should be stored at room temperature and 
should not be refrigerated. 

Other information: 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other 
condition or give it to anybody else. Keep AGENERASE and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. 

Ask a healthcare professional any questions you may have about AGENERASE.

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Love letters straight 
from the heart

Dear Juliette: Letters of May 
Sarton to Juliette Huxley select¬ 
ed, edited, and introduced by 
Susan Sherman; foreword by 
Francis Huxley; W.W. Norton & 
Company, $29.95 

•v-i ay Sarton is best known as 
the author of over 30 vol- 
' umes of poems, fiction, 
and reminiscences. To many read¬ 
ers she seemed almost a personal 
friend. She was not a saint — she 
could fly off the handle in an in¬ 
stant — but she spoke her mind 
resonantly and offered a model of 
integrity. Others might hop onto 
critical bandwagons, but she held 
to her own high, solitary values. 
An open lesbian well before 
Stonewall, she never ceased to de¬ 
velop as a woman, artist, and 
human being. 

Sarton was not always such a 
lonely elder. In the 1930s, as an 
unseasoned twentysomething, she 
met the celebrated Julian Huxley 
(brother of Aldous) and his wife 
Juliette, and had affairs with them 
both. This menage-a-trois was un¬ 
derstandably exhausting, particu¬ 
larly as Julian did not know about 
May and Juliette. Yet it perma¬ 
nently transformed Sarton. The 
romance with Julian did not last, 
but her love for Juliette was to 
nourish her for the rest of her life. 

In Dear Juliette: Letters of May 
Sarton to Juliette Huxley, Sarton 
records that relationship’s devel¬ 
opment over nearly 60 years. Juli¬ 
ette could not respond as May 
wished, and what might have 
been a romantic idyll became a 
course in how to build human re¬ 
lationships. “All my life,” wrote 
Sarton, “I have been learning 
slowly how to deal with passion 
and how to love people better, to 
build and not to destroy.” In Dear 
Juliette, we watch her struggle to 
meet that ideal, to get through the 
dark places without letting disap¬ 
pointment wreck something she 
treasured. 

Although Sarton depicts her¬ 
self as an ingenue, portraits made 
at the time bring out her broad 
eyes, long nose and undershot 
jaw. She looks extremely aggres¬ 
sive, a huntress. All that energy 
needed guidance, and when the 
24-year-old fell for the much 
older Huxleys (he was 50 at the 





time, Juliette 40), it was partly be¬ 
cause she admired them as a fam¬ 
ily. “You bring me children and 
grandchildren..., all a woman’s 
life, and so much more,” she wrote 
to Juliette. Later, more simply, she 
stated, “I fell in love with a mar¬ 
riage.” 

Passion flowers 

Physical intimacy ensued. 
Such occasions were few, but they 
induced in Sarton a lyric delicacy 
which transfigured everything 
around 
her. “I 
am still 
full of 
those 
stars 

which you 
sowed so 
prodigally 
last night,” 
she writes 
after one 
encounter. 

“How deep 
the heart is 
opened and 
how will it 
ever close?” 

Even as she 
celebrated wm ~ 
intimacy, Sar¬ 
ton was aware of its dark side. 
“Passion ” she wrote, “is so exclu¬ 
sive and violent. It closes out the 
world.” 

Her fears proved well-found¬ 
ed. The intensity of Sarton’s desire 
so frightened Juliette (who iden¬ 
tified as straight) that she backed 
away, badly hurting Sarton. When 
the latter countered, threatening 
to tell Julian of the affair, Juliette 
did what May feared most. She 
ended contact, not writing for 
nearly 30 years and meeting only 
at tea when the oblivious Julian 
was present. 

Few of Sarton’s letters from 
this period survive — Juliette 
burned them — but enough re¬ 
main for us to glimpse her terror, 
rage, and despair. “What is awful 
is that I have lost all faith in my¬ 
self,” she writes. “I don’t see what 
I am going to do or be anymore.” 
Nor did the famous consolations 
of time appease. “There is a com¬ 
mon myth that time heals,” she 
writes. “I have never found it so, 
not in real things. One buries it fi¬ 
nally, but it is buried alive.” 

For all her anguish, Sarton 
held to her love for Juliette, using

it as a light to navi¬ 
gate past despair into 
understanding and 
forgiveness. The key 
for her was not to 
retreat but to enter 
the heart more vul¬ 
nerably and come 
out on the other 
side. She took that 
disappointed af¬ 
fection and, like a 
cutting removed 
from the original 
plant, persuaded it to sink new 
roots in other lovers, friends, and 
work. 

Sarton and Huxley did not re¬ 
sume contact until 1976 when, 
after Julian’s death, they began a 
guarded but genuine correspon¬ 
dence. May remained lonely and 
sad: “The flowers and the animals 
keep me alive. But I am really 
starving, just the same.” Nonethe¬ 
less, she brightened when Juliette 
returned her letters, poring over 
them with the same amazement 
that the reader will bring to them 
now. “On every page what they 
show is true love,” she writes, “love 
that entered into and at least tried 
to share the other person’s life and 
needs.” 

Juliette died in September 
1994, Sarton 10 months later, in 
July 1995. Until the end they re¬ 
mained in contact, allowing Sar¬ 
ton to sustain her belief that “All 
personal relations depend so 
much on patience, on living 
through the deep places, the 
bored places, the dark places to¬ 
gether.” In Dear Juliette, we see 
how Sarton maintained that con¬ 
tinuity and created a life through 
the management of love. ▼

Teenager in a quandary

. iane Salvatore’s newest 

Naiad novel is a stunner. 

One of our Own is a novel 
about which the phrase “ripped 
from today’s headlines” would be 
both entirely appropriate and ab¬ 
solutely positive. Lela Johns teach¬ 
es English in a small-town high 
school, a job she hates, but it pays 
the rent while she finishes her doc¬ 
toral dissertation. Lela’s been shut 
down emotionally since she was a 
teenager, since the day that her one 
true love committed suicide. The 
problem, of course, with teaching 


high school is that remoteness in a 
teacher is regarded by the students 
as exotic and desirable. Carla Mat- 
son is sure the icily correct Ms. 
Johns is just the person with 
whom to share her newly discov¬ 
ered sexual identity. A teenager in 
a quandary would be a problem 
for Lela anytime, but this particu¬ 
lar high school operates under 
policy 6540, which forbids any re¬ 
marks that could be construed as 
supportive of homosexuality. Sim¬ 
ply saying to Carla, “You’re not the 
only one,” could cost Lela her job, 
indeed any future at all in teach¬ 
ing. And if she were to come out, 
well, you can just imagine. Faced 
with a desperate child, however, 
Lela has to face her own fears and 
put someone else first. 


Salvatore does an extraordi¬ 
nary job of capturing teenage 
angst, both in the main plot and 
in the flashbacks that reveal just 
how Lela got to be frozen inside. 
She handles those movements in 
time with real skill. Salvatore’s 
characters are vibrantly alive. 
You’ll find yourself caring about 
them a great deal. Her depiction 
of the zealotry of the far right is 
powerfully and painfully real, 
even as she avoids obvious right¬ 
bashing stereotypes. One of our 
Own should be required reading 
for anyone who thinks that every¬ 
thing would be just dandy if only 
the queers would just keep quiet. 
For the rest of us, this is an enter¬ 
taining, frightening and thought- 
provoking novel. ▼

The story 
is made even more interesting by 
the fact that Wahlberg rose to 
fame despite the fact that he was a 
high school dropout and an ex- 
con. 

New kid 

Sanello’s biography is a chatty, 
gossipy and entertaining rendi¬ 
tion of how Marky Mark begot 
Mark Wahlberg. He begins by de¬ 
scribing Wahlberg’s less-than-stel- 
lar working-class beginnings in 
Boston, his run-ins with the law, 
and his early life in the shadow of 
his famous brother, Donnie 
Wahlberg of “New Kids on the 
Block” fame. Engaging in the kind 
of pop psychology that we’ve 
come to expect from such celebri¬ 
ty biographies, Sanello attempts 
to offer insight into how Marky 
Mark came into being and mor¬ 
phed into something more than a 
pants-dropping rap star. 

Sanello devotes considerable 
attention to Mark Wahlberg’s re¬ 
lationship with his family, partic¬ 
ularly his mother and his older 
brother Donnie. He paints the 
picture of a family that has re¬ 
mained close despite the enor¬ 
mous stresses it faced as a result of 
a divorce and the rapid rise to 
fame of two of its sons. Sanello 
makes ample use of personal in¬ 
terviews and previously published 
biographical material about the 
Wahlbergs to illustrate how 
Marky Mark came to be. There’s 
something almost refreshing 
about Sanello’s inclusion of 
Wahlberg’s self-analysis. Wahlberg 
talks about himself, his career, and 
his family in the language of an 
“everyday Joe.” 

Don’t Call Me Marky Mark is 
not a probing, serious biography 
— though Sanello’s language 
sometimes indicates that he’s try¬ 
ing to produce just that — for ex¬ 
ample, he begins one chapter 
with, “Mark looked at his life in 
1990, saw a precipice in front of 
himself, and stepped back from 
it.” Is this Sanello’s mock-heroic 
take on the tired genre of pop star 
biography (he’s written more than 
a few), or a genuine attempt to 
present a studied portrait of the 
blue-collar Boston boy who made 
it big? Whatever the case, the book 
presents numerous payoffs for 
those who were ever intrigued by 
any one of Wahlberg’s incarna¬ 
tions. 


Sanello details some of the fa¬ 
mous tiffs that Wahlberg had with 
other celebrities (Madonna, 
Calvin Klein, et at) over the years. 
He also examines Wahlberg’s ho¬ 
mophobic and racist tendencies 
and his attempts to make amends 
for statements and actions that 
got him into trouble with certain 
ethnic groups and the gay com¬ 
munity. Sanello devotes consider¬ 
able space to discussing 
Wahlberg’s appeal to gay men, 
and includes comments from sev¬ 
eral male admirers, including 
those who see the star regularly at 
the West Hollywood gym where 
he works out. There’s one partic¬ 
ularly funny and surreal descrip¬ 
tion of a Wahlberg appearance at 
a Los Angeles bookstore in which 
wide-eyed teenage girls and thir¬ 
tysomething gay men compete for 
a chance to meet the star. 

And yes, there are pictures. 
The book includes an enticing se¬ 
lection of color photos from 
Wahlberg’s career, including a 
now infamous shot of the per¬ 
former grabbing the crotch of his 
snug Calvin Klein underwear. The 
Mark Wahlberg of Boogie Nights 
does seem to have come a long 
way from the bare-it-all rap star 
he once was. Don’t Call Me Marky 
Mark is a fun look at how it all 
happened. ▼
